Superintendent Lange kept the mat- 
ter to himeelf until death had resulted. 

The woman was a difficult patient to care 
for. Her peculiar form of insanity made her 
restiess. Frequent baths were required. A 
week ago while giving the patient her bath 
the murse put carbolic acid in the water. 
The authorities at the institution say she 
thought she was using ammonia. 

So large an amount of the acid was used, it 
is claimed, that even when diluted in the 
tub of water it was a powerful caustic, and 
when the woman was placed in it she 
struggled and screamed. 


Warse Refuses to Talk. 


The nurse's story has not been told, as 
she refuses to speak until she appears be- 
fore the Coroner's jury, but it is supposed 
at the institution that the protests of the 
patient were taken as merely the meaning- 
less complaints of an insane person who 
objected the bath. 

When the nurse put her own hands in the 
water it is supposed that she discovered the 
mistake and hastened to drag the burned 
woman from the tub. Whatever may be the 
facts, as the inquest will develop them, the 
patient was severely burned when physicians 
reached her. 

The burns were most severe on the back, 
showing that the patient had been burned 
as she lay in the tub. As soon as possible, 
alcohol was rubbed over the injured por- 
tions and other measures for the relief of 
the woman were taken. 


Suspends Nurse and Waits. 


reached Superintendent Lange he suspended 
Nurse Dorris, but he did not undertake an 
inquiry. until death came yesterday. The 
nurse has been at the hospital awaiting the 
fate of the patient. When the injuries 
proved fatal the superintendent notified the 
Coroner and the investigation was begun. 
The inquest will be begun this morning, and 
the physicians and the nurse will tell their 
story of the accident, 

As a reason for withholding information 
concerning the injury received by the pa- 
tient, not only from the public but from 
President Hanberg of the Courtty board and 
from Commissioner Busse, chairman of the 
Dunning committee of the board, Superin- 
tendent Lange said that it would have been 
an injustice to the attendant to have made 

harges before death. © 
' “*T suspended her as soon as the occurrence 
was reported to me,"’ he said, “ but an in- 
vestigation was postponed until the recovery 
or death of the patient. If it had been com- 
menced at once it would have had to be 
postponed until the result of the injuries 
could@e known. Even if the patient had re- 
covered the nurse would have been held 
accountable. 

“But to have made startling charges 
against the nurse would have been unjust, 
and discredit might have been cast where it 
did not belong. The matter will be taken up 
by the Coroner now and justice will be done 
every one connected with it.” 


Doubts Death from Burns. 


Dr. Hamilton, who attended the woman, 
affirms that she did not die of her injuries 
but of a disease. 

**T have not received a report of the affair,”’ 
said Dr. Neely, medical head of the institu- 
tion, “ but I understand from Dr, Hamilton 
that the patient's death was not caused by 
the burns. Carbolic acid should not have 
been used for the bath, and while I do not 
know porsonally that it was used, there 
seems to be no doubt of it. When the death 
occurred I understand that most of the burns 
had healed.” , 

The woman was 57 years old and had been 
at the county institution since last October. 
“President Hanberg of the County board 
gaid that no reference to the matter had 
been made to him. 

‘““] should not care to discuss the case 
until I know something of the facts,’ he 
said, “‘ but I can promise that if any neglect 
on the part of an attendant caused the death 
of a patient the one responsible will be pun- 
ished.” 

Dual Government Plan. 

A change in the management of the Dun- 
ning institutions was made yesterday, when 
the County Commissioners voted to give the 
medica] head equal authority with the Su- 
perintendent. It required two hours of dis- 
cussion before all opposition to the plan was 
removed. Dr. Neely in some ways will have 
even more power than Superintendent Lange. 
He will have jurisdiction over the medical 
attendants. He will have the power to sus- 
pend any employé and to make his own requl- 
sitions. 

The change to dual authority was made 
on recommendation of the Committee on 
Rules, which recently visited a number of 
institutions and inspected their forms of 
government. The recommendation was made 
despite the fact that every one of the sixteen 
institutions visited in the East and middle 


West have one head. 


Hanberg Asks a Change. 

“ As long as the superintendence fs a poli- 
tical office and the superintendent is the sole 
head,” saig President Hanberg, “ you will 
not be able to get a first-class doctor to accept 
the medical position. Every one knows that 
under the old rules the medical care of pa- 

‘tients was a failure. Every commissioner 
who has taken the trouble to examine con- 
ditions knows that the institution was not 
conducted in an ideal manner. Men who 
are a good deal more competent to judge 
than members of this board have investi- 
gated conditions and they heve said that 
ieee were not being run correctly.

The books were 
unfit for children or gnybody else. The 


book agent had eaisconeppented the facts, 
and the books would not be paid for. Hence

“Take back your books; we don’t want 
them. They are not fit to have in any re- 
tpectable house. No child should be allowed 
to céme within miles of them for fear. of 
contamination.’’ With these words Mrs. 
Jerome made formal tender of the volumes 
‘to Attorney Mitchell D. Follansbee, rep- 
resenting the publishers, in court yesterday. 

The jury, after HNstening to the reading of 
selected extracts from the volumes by Mrs. 
Jerome, coincided with her views. They re- 
turned a verdict to the effect that Mrs. 
Jerome had purchased the bboks through 
misrepresentation, and that on this account 
the claim of the publishers against her need 
not be paid. 

But literary critics declare that Mrs. 
Jerome was unfortunate in her choice of 
books to read. The four volumes she read 
were: ‘‘ The Lily of the Valley,” “A De- 
serted Mistress,’’ ‘‘A Woman of Thirty,” 
and ‘‘ Memories of Two Wives.”’ 

As a climax Mr. Jerome glanced through 
the fifty-one titles and read a story entitled, 
“Midnight Loves."”" He indorsed his wife's 
opinion. 

Extracts Keep Jury Awake. 

Yesterday, in Judge Hutchinson's court, 
thirty-three volumes of the edition lay scat- 
tered on the “ exhibit " table. When extracts 
were read from the “ bad "’ books, the jurors 
didn't nap. It was a wide-awake twelve 
that passed judgment on M. Honoré de Bal- 
zac. The lawyers, grouped closely around 
the reader, took mental notes. Judge Hutch- 
inson busied himself writing. Few ‘I ob- 
jects "’ were heard, but there were not many 
in the courtroom to object. The hearing was 
held in the presence only of the attorneys, 
representatives of George Barrie & Son, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Jerome. everal witnesses 
were called, but they ad not remain any 
longer than was necessary. 


Read Balzac in His Defense. 


The introduction to ‘‘La Comedie Humaine” 


was réad by the attorney for the prosecution 
to show th&ut Balzac did not believe his works 
to be immoral, as he defended himself 
against those who criticf¥ed him for immo- 
rality: This was the sole defense entered in 
behalf of Balzac as man and author. As he 
is dead emmissaries were not sent to France 
to take his deposition, as in the case of M. 


| Rostand. 


After all the extracts had been read and all 
the testimony taken the jury retired. This 
was at 1:15 o’clock. Half an hour lateg they 
returned with their verdict. In that half 
hour Balgzac’s halo was lifted, and with 
Rostand he was relegated to a literary grave 
by justice as it is interpreted in Chicago. 


WAIF’S JOY TURNED TO GRIEF. 


Haste to Reach His Fairyland Causes 
Accident to a New York Ghet- 
to Boy. 


Haste to reach the fairyland that had been 
pictured to 6-year-old Maurice Adler, a prod- 
uct of New York's Ghetto, has delayed the 
boy’s trip and left him a patient in the 
,County Hospital. With eight other homeless 
children the boy was bound for Laurel, Neb., 
where a farmer had prepared a home for 
him. Running down the steps of the Union 
Depot, the child, who was in advance of the 
others, stumbled and fell several feet, sus- 
taining a. severe cut above.the right eye. 
Despite his painful injuries the child plead- 
ed to be allowed to go with the others, and 
since their departure yesterday has wept 
for hours for fear he would be sent back to 

New York. He will be allowed to resume 

his trip as soon as his wounds heal.

Amendments to ‘Ideal’ Ordinance.” 

Alderman Foreman also submitted several 
amendments to the “ outline” or “‘ ideal ’’ 
ordinance which the committee has adopted 
for guidance in dealing with street railway 
questions. One amendment makes it oblig- 
atory for the companies to use tracks and 
power jointly wherever the engineering ex- 
perts shall report the advisability of this 
change from present methods. It is further 
provided that the companies shall b'nd 
themselves to enter into transfer agree- 
ments with each other so that transfers 
may be had from one line to another. 

Another amendment provides that if the 
city shall not have received the power from 
the Legislature to take over the planis of 
the companies at the expiration of the first 
period of ten years, as provided in the oral. 
nance, it shall have the privilege of termi- 
nating the grants at any time during the 
next period of ten years. | 

A third amendment provides that during 
the first ten years of the grant the fare 
shall be five cents, with privilege of pur- 
chasing six tickets for 25 cents. and that 
the compensation paid the city shall be such 
a proportion of the gross reecipts as the 
preliminary investigation_by the engineer 
shows to be just. During the second period 
of ten years the compensation shall be 1 per 
cent of the gross receipts, and the rate of 
fare shall be adjusted as found equitable 
in the investigation. This is intended to 
give the city the benefit of high compensa- 
tion for the first period and the citizens the 
benefit of low fares in the second period.

“I expect an acquit- 
tal, or, at worst, a disagreement.” 


Fair Trial to the Defense. 

Assistant State's Attorney Crowe would 
express no opinion.as to the probable ver- 
dict. He admitted he expected the jurors to 
arrive at an agreement within a few hours 
after they had been given the case. 

“All I can say,"’ he said, “ is that, no mat- 
ter what the verdict may be, if it should be 
against the defendant, he cannot say he did 
not have a fair trial. It seemed to me the 
rulings of the court favored the defense 
greatly—at least many of the rulings upon 
evidence surprised me."”’ 

Relatives of McFetridge, who waited in 
Judge Kavanagh's court until] the jury was 
locked up for the night, were as pleased at 
the delay in reaching a verdict as was At- 
torney Furthmann. As for McFetridge him- 
self, Jailer Whitman, who spent part of the 
evening in the courtroom, said that when 
he went by the defendant's cell he was lying 


.on his bunk, fully dressed, but half asleep. 


The jailer asked him why he didn’t undress, 
and McFetridge replied that he expected the 
jury might come in soon and he didn’t want 
to put on his clothes again if he had to go. 
back té the courtroom. 

Three hours later Deputy Sheriff Waldron 
told -McFetridge the jury was still out and 
that his lawyer thought that looked well 
for him. 

McFetridge then went to sleep cheerfully 
enough, without any comment. 


No Emotion During Trial. 

This apparent disregard was shown during 
the last day of the trial. McFetridge lis- 
tened intently while Attorney Furthmann 
was making his argument, but the only sign 
of approval he gave was when his counsel 
said: 

“William McFetridge had a right to kill 
his brother. He had a right to fire on him 
as he ran away. He had aright to shoot him 
in the back, and to keep on shooting until he 
saw this ungrateful man was disabled an 
he himself was out of danger.”’ : 

McFetridge nodded in an unconscious way, 
as members of a congregation sometimes 
nod when the preacher says something to 
their way of thinking. But if anybody ex- 
pected him to quail under the arraignment 
of Attorney Crowe for the prosecution he 
was mistaken. 

‘Here is a big, fearless, heartless man,” 
declared Mr. Crowe. ‘‘ He shot his brother 
as he would shoot a mad dog in the street. 
He has told you himself he wouldn't trust 
aman on earth. He doesn’t know the mean- 
ing of the words mercy, pity, léve. He shot 
one of his own flesh and blood as caimly 
as though he were weighing a cake of ice.” 


Yawns as He Hears Harsh Words. 

Every eye in the courtroom turned toward 
McFetridge. He was leaning back in his 
chair, his blue eyes half closed, and as the 
attorney held him up to the jury in this light 
he put one of his white, pudgy hands up to 
his mouth to stifle a yawn. He seemed. the 
least interested man in the courtroom, 

But he knew what was going on. When 
McFetridge knew the prison record of E. J. 
Courtney, one of his employés, who had ap- 
peared for the prosecution, McFetridge 
nudged his attorney, whispered a word in 
bis ear, and in a minute his counsel was on 
his feet ébjecting to the statement on the 
ground that no evidence to show this hed 
been introduced. Judge Kavanagh  sus- 
tained the objection, and several times dur- 
ing the argument of the State’s counsel he 
ordered the jury to disregard what Mr. 
Crowe said. In each instance McFetridge 
called Attorney Furthmann’s attention to 
these points. 

Principally the arguments on both sides 
were for the purpose of showing the jury 
what constituted self-defense. Attorney 
Furthmann also gave considerable attention 
to the witnesses for the State and tried to 
discredit them. 

Murder in January. 

McFetridge, who was an ice man, shot and 
killed his brother Robert, who had been in 
business with him, on Jan. 22, at Lincoln 
street and Diversey boulevard. At the time 
Robert had a 2-year-old child in his arms. 
One bullet struck him in the stomach and 
the other in the back. A few hours earlier 
Robert had been acquitted in Judge 
Dunne’s court of a charge brought by his 
brother. 

The defendant claimed self-defense and 
argued that Robert had lain in wait for him, 
carrying the child for the purpose of throw- 
ing him off guard.

He t# at present at the plant- 
ation owned by M. Fernand Clere, whe ar- 
rived here today bringing news of Kennan’s 
safety. He describes the visit to the crater, 
saying: 

“Mr. Kennan end bie party have been 
with me.

We discovered that it had broken 
out at the head of the River Falaise and

At Edge of the Crater. 

“ Our party rode directly to the edge of the 
crater, as it was then quiescent. We saw 
that a great slice of the mountain had fallen, 
leaving exposed a perpendicular ciif. ip 
this cliff were five huge tunnels which were 
not smoking. 

“The crater is a great sloping oval de« 
pression from which smoke issues as i§ 
does from the great crater, with the ex- 

on that here and there were a few ashes 
the smoke. 

“The River. Falaise is boiling hot, and so 
muddy that one quart of water weighed 
four pounds. Volcanic stones of the nature 
of pumice float in this water. 

“Mr. Kennan witnessed the explosion of 
Monday night and was much interested in 
the phenomena. The explosion was accom- 
panied at intervals by bright light, which 
lasted for half anh hour at a time. This 
light was steady and iflluminated the entire 
mountain top. Professor jHills says he did 
not see this light. I leff Mr. Kennan and 
his party in good health and in safety, 
They seemed to be in no hurry to comé 
back to Fort de France.” 


Professor Hill Describes Trip. 

Professor Robert Hill, United States gow 
ernment geologist, who started on Monday 
to visit the vicinity of Mont Pelee, re<« 
turned here this morning, nearly exhausted, 

Profegsor Hill was. near the ruins’ of St, 
Pierre of Monday night during the series of 
explosions from- Mont Pelee, and was able. 
to describe the volcanic eruption from close 
observation. 

Speaking personally of his expedition te 
Mont Pelee, Professor Hill said: a 
~“ My attempt to examine the crater of 
Mont Pelee has been futile. I succeeded,’ 
however, in getting close to Morne Rouge. 


, At T’o’check on Monday night I witnessed, 


from a point near the ruins of St. Pierre, 

a frightful explosion from Mont Pelee and 
noted the accompanying phenomena. While 

these eruptions continue no sane man should 

attempt to ascend to the crater of the vole. 
cano. 

“‘ Following the salvos of detonations from 
the mountain, gigantic mushroom-shaped 
columns of smoke and cinders ascended into 
the clear, starlit sky, and then spread in’ 
a vast black sheet to the south and directly 
over my head. 

“Through this sheet, which extended « 
distance of ten miles from the crater, vivid 
and awful lightning like bolts flashed with 
alarming frequency. They followed dis- 
tinct paths of ignition, but were different 
from lightning in that the bolts were hort+ 
zontal and not perpendicular. This is in- 
disputable evidence of the explosive oxida- 
tion of the gases after they left the craten 
This is a most important observation and 
explains in part the awful catastrophe, 
This phenomenon is entirely new in vole 
canic history. 


Admits He Was Frightened. 

“I*took many photographs, but do not 
hesitate to acknowledge that I wae tere 
ried. But I was not the only person so. 
frightened. Two newspaper correspondents, 
who were close to Morne Rouge some hour({ 
before me, became scared, ran three mileq 
down the mountain, and hastened into Forté 
de France. 

“The people on the north end of the is 
land are terrified and are fleeing with their 
cattle and effects. I spent Tuesday night 
in a house at Deux Choux with a crowd of 
200 frightened refugees. 

“ Nearly all the phenomena of these vol« 
canic outbreaks are new to science, and 
many of them have not yet been explained. 
The volcano ig still intensely active, and 
I cannot make any predictions as to what 
it will do.” 


His Journey in Detail. 
Professor Hill recites an interesting story 


of his examination of the district through 


which he passed. He left Fort de France 
at 1 o’clock Monday afternoon. He was ac- 
companied by a Mr. Cavannaugh, an army 
officer from the British Island of Trinidad, 
and a boy named Joe, who was to act as in- 
terpreter. 

The party set out on horseback and took 
the direct north road for Morne Rouge. Be- 
tween the hamlets of Deux Choux and Fonds 
St. Denis the party entered upon the outer 
edge of the zone of ashes. Except for occa- 
sional patches all the country to this point 
was green and smiling. 

Upon reaching the Raibaud plantation, one 
mile southwest of St. Pierre, the explorers 
met the clear line of demarcation of the 
zone of flame and destruction, although not 
of annihilation. 

Monday night was spent In a deserted 
house at Fonds St. Denis, from which Pro- 
fessor Hill witnessed and studied the vol- 
canic eruption of that night. At thie point 
the horses of the party became exhausted. 


Can’t Get Near Mont Pelee. 
Early the next morning Professor Hik 
pushed on to Mont Parnasse, where several 
people were killed in the eruption of May 8. 
He encountered no-human beings, but he did 
meet a number of abandoned cattle, which 
tried to foiow him. 


From Mont Parnasee the explorer proceed. — 


ed to Morne Rouge, where he succeeded in 


getting a number of important photographs. . 


He found that a close approach to Mont 
Pelee was impossible, and, as his actual po- 
sition was dangerous, he started back in a 
southerly direction. 

At Champs Flore Professor Hill's horse 
gave out completely, and he secured the 


services of native guides, who led him by 


wild mountain paths back to Fonds St. 


| 
| 
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Professor Hill sent a messenger into Fort 
de France with a request that a carriage be 
sent for him. 
On Wednesday morning the professor left 
Deux Choux: and walked to within fifteen 
» kilometers of Fort de France, where he bor- 


rowed an old horse from a negro and con-. 


tinued his way mounted. The cafriage met 
him five kilometers from Fort de France 
and brought him back to town, wherédhe ar- 
rived at 11 o'clock this morning. 

Professor Hili heard the explosion of this 
morning while on his way into Fort de 
France, and he says a cloud of black smoke 
at a great height was drifting slowly to the 
southeast. 


More Refugees Arrive. 
; The government steamer Topaze arrived 
here this morning from Grande R.viere 
bringing 225 refugees from that place. About 
400 of the inhabitants were left behind, but 
they will be brought here tomorrow, as will 
also the residents of other northern towns. 


Morne Rouge Needs Aid. 


A priest at Morne Rouge has sent a letter (. 
to Mr. Ayvme, the American Consul, stating . 


that the people of that place have been starv- 
ing since May 8. The administration has 
Sent no supplies to them. The town lies 


eight miles north of St. Pierre. Itis situated 4 
dntand. and communication with it has been | 


cut off. The vegetation has perished, ani 
the animals are dying for want of food. The 
people are living on the dried foodstuffs 
found in the stores. The priest appeals to 
Mr. Ayme to relieve them. 

Enormous Column of Smoke. 

The explosion of this morning was ac- 
companied by an enormous column of smoke, 
which rose fully three miles into the air, 
but which was Jargely hidden from the 
view of the people of Fort de France by a 
heavy cumuius. There was, consequently, 


no panic here. This column of smoke was | 


seen from the British cruiser Indefatigable 
while at sea. 
The Indefatigable arrived here this morn- 


- ing to make another attempt to recover the 


body of the British Consul at St. Pierre, Mr. 
Jepp, and the archives of the consulate. 
With this end in view the British cruiser 
proceeded this afternoon for St. Pierre, but 
the explosion of this morning probably has 
made it impossible to effect a landing there. 


Fresh Eruption of Mont Pelee.

| PARIS, May 28.—M. Decrais, the Minister

fresh eruption of Mont Pelee occurred dur-

The cin- 
ders and scoria, however, the Governor add- 
ed, did not ‘touch the town, falling entirely 
on the north of the island. Calm is now- 
restored at Fort de France. 

Several craters, the Governor further re- 
ported, were vomiting thick smoke. 

Another eruption of Mont Pelee occurred 
as the French cruiser Tage passed St. 
Pierre recently, resulting in a sudden flow of 
mud from the bed of the River Blanche. 


Desolation at St. Pierre. 

The Governor concludes that his latest 
visit to St. Pierre confirms the previous re- 
ports that the southern portion of that town 
was apparently destroyed by an inexplicable 
phenomenon, resembling a frightful hurri- 
cane, which swept from north to south. 
The fall of scoria formed a layer a foot deep. 
The northern part of the town is buried un- 
der. a bed of mud. It is impossible to ade- 


- quately describe the desolation at St. Pierre. 


The Academie des Sciences will send a sci- 
entific mission ,to investigate the volcanic 
eruptions in the Lesser Antilles.

PEACE RUMORS 
LESS HOPEFUL. 


Impression in London That 
Boers Are Disposed 
Fight Every Point. 


SEEK THE BEST BARGAIN. 


Colonial Representatives Diseuss 
Chamberlain’s Greater Fed- 
eration Schemes.

LONDON, May 29, 3 a. m.—There was a 
slight reaction today against the overcon- 
fident feeling that peace had been virtually 
arranged. There were ominous rumors in 
the lobbies of Parliament and on the Steck 
Exchange that the Boer leaders were seek- 
ing to reopen the dtecusston of various ques- 
tions relating to independence and were 
sluggish in ‘taking up minor points connect- 
ed with the general settlement. 3 

The depression caused by these rumors 
was not warranted by any authentic infor- 
mation. The Ministers were silent, but were 


not apprehensive of a fatiure of the nego- 


tiations. The best information to be ob- 
tained points to an ultimate arrangement 
of the terms of peace. The Boer leaders 
are naturally bent upon making the best 
bargain possible. and they are laying stress 
upon every detail with perisistent tenacity. 
It ie hearred that one of the most difficult 
matters to adjust is the form of surrender. 
The Boer warriors are wiling to give up 
their horses but not their rifies, even if 
they are spared the humiliation of formally 
laying down their arms. 


South Africans Hopeful. 

Leading south Africans in London are con- 
vinced that peace is coming speedily, but 
assert that the Boer prisoners cannot be re- 
leased prematurely when there is no war- 
rant for confidence in their pacific intentions. 
They also forecast a ocomtinuance of the 
military administration in Cape Colony for 
a bong period and consider Lord Milmer as the 
only man who can conduct the government 
while the constitutional law is suspended. 
Dr. Jameson will return to south Africa in 
a fortnight to remain two years. He takesa 
hopeful view of the future and asserts that 
the distracted couftry will slowly settle 


down. 
New Tariffs Are Upheld.

NEW LIGHTS IN SP. PAUL'S 


ELECTRIC PLANT IN LONDON CA- 
3 THEDRAL I8 TESTED. 


Ancient Structure Is for First Time Il- 
luminated by Modern Methods—Etf- 
fect of Arrangement Is Impressive— 
Entire Equipment, Involving Miles 
of Wire and Several Years’ Work, 
Gift of J. P. Morgan—Private View 
Is Given. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, May 28.—A private view of the 
electric lighting of St. Paul's Cathedral, 
which has been in course of installation for 
three years, was given to representatives of 
the press today. The work is not yet com- 
pleted, and it is estimated that it will be a 
year before it is finished. Eight hundred 
of the 1,250 lights are yet to be placed in 
position. The main features are completed, 
however, and tney give a comprehensive idea 
of the scheme. 

The electricians have succeeded in making 
the cathedral light without garishness. The 
west portico is lighted by two immense ar- 
tistic bronze standards and the nave by five 
smaller ones. Beneath the dome are eight 
bronze pendants, while two others are in the 
transepts. The dome itself is not finished. 
It is proposed to place 300 lights in the posi- 
tions occupied by the old gas jets. 

The beauty of the exhibition lay in the 
chancel. Here éhere are six gilded brass 
pendants, which, it is said, were accidentally 
made in the shape of crowns. In addition 
to bringing out the details of the carved oak 
in the choir by means of concealed upturned 
lamps, the light also brings out.softly the 
glories of the mosaics of the vault in the 
most effective manner. The choir, aisles, 
entrances, consistory court, and whispering 
gallery are not yet completed. The lighting 
of the crypt in the basement is completed. 

The architects encountered great difficul- 
ties.in piercing the walls and floors so as to 
avoid the tombs. Something like sixteen 
miles of cable, containing two and one-half 
tons of copper, have been used thus far in 
the work. J. Pierpont Morgan, who pays 
for the installation, has seen the chancel 
and expressed his satisfaction with it. The 
cost of the work already amounts to §$50,- 
000. Mr. Morgan has agreed to pay the 
$35,000 necessary to completeit. .

CRISIS IN 


TRUSTEES DIVIDED OVER LIBER- 
AL TEACHING QUESTION. 


Consider Dr. Hérswell’s Resignation, 
bat Fail to Act—Resolations Pre- 
sented from Many Conferences In- 
dorsing the Institute and Asking 
That the Professor in Question 
Leave—Trouble Said to Be Not Doe- 
trinal, bot Matter of Administration 


After a session lasting over two hours yes- 
terday the trustees of Garrett Biblical In- 
stitute adjourned without action on the res- 
ignation of Professor Charles Horswell from 
the faculty. Other questions than Professor 
Horswejl's views of the Old Testament en- 
tered ithto the discussion, and it was an- 
nounced that complications had arisen which 
prevented an agreement of the trustees. 
Both the trustees and the professor were 


reticent, but the latter declared that a crisis | 


was on in the affairs of the institute. 

When Professor Horswe!! resigned he an- 
nounced to his class that he did so because 
of criticisms of his interpretation of the 
Oid Testament from Methodists outside of 
ihe school. When the trustees came to act 


| upon the matter it. was found that a refusal 


to accept the resignation would put the 
school on record as adopting those views 
which were taught by the different mem- 
bers of the faculty, and additional informa- 
tion is to be sought before another meeting 
is held. 

“The question fs not a doctrinal but an 
administrative one,’ Professor Horswell 
said. ‘I believe that a crisis is on in the 
affairs of the Garrett Institute and kindred 
institutions, aithough it does not touch the 
churches. There is a movement coming on 
like a wave, and the question is whether to 
accept it now or be comp<lled to accept it 
later.” 

Resolutions indorsing the Institute and 
asking for Professor Horswell's resignation 
were passed in the morning by delegates 
representing twenty-six conferences of the 
church in the Mississipp! Valley. 

It is reported that Professor Horswell has 
been offered a place at Chicago University 
and will accept it unlees he is given all the 
latitude he wants at Garrett. 

The forty-sixth commencement exercises 
of the Garrett Institute were held at the 
Memorial Hall of Northwestern University. 
Thirteen received degrees, while eighteen 
were given diplomas.

FINES FOR MAKING smOKE

City Prosecutor Taylor Says No More 
Requests for Remission Will Be Con- 
sidered by Him. 


Applications for the remission of fines im- 
posed for violating the smoke ordinance 
will be refused in the future, City Prosecutor 
Taylor says. His views on this question 
were drawn out by a hint that a down-town 
firm was about to ask that a smoke fine be 
set aside on payment of the costs. Dr. 
Taylor said: 

‘Until recently it has been the custom 
in this office, upon a proper showing, to set- 
tle judgments in smoke cases for less than 
the amount of the judgment, sometimes the 
costs in the case. Commonly, the reason 
for making these adjustments was the 
abatement of the nuisance. ” 

‘‘It seems to me that we have reacheda 
period when all such leniency must be 
abandoned. The smoke evil in this city is 
great and inexcusablé, and I am determined, 
so far as I am concerned, that all violations 
of the ordinance shall be prosecuted vigor- 
ously, and all fines resulting be collected in 
full.”’

William C. Sloan Describes How En- 
gineer J. C. Stewart Dumfounded 


British Experts. 
The work of the Chicago engineer who, in 
a foreign land, accomplished in twelve 


months what British experts said would be 
impoesible to complete within five years. was 
described by William G. Sloan before the 
Western Society of Engineers at the regular 
meeting of the body in the Monadnock Build- 
ing last evening. J. C. Stewart was the 
engineer. 

The work described was the construction 
of the plant of the British Westinghouse 
Electrical and Manufacturing company at 
Manchester, England, the largest electrica] 
plant in the world.

POOR IN GHETTOS, 


Speakers at Detroit Urge Mov- 
ing of People to Country 
Districts. 


WOULD RESORT TO FORCE. 


National Conference of Charities 
and Corrections Opens with. 
Addresses. 


Detroit, Mich., May 28.—[Specia!.}—Pleas 
for the relief of the Jews in the Ghettos of 
New York and Chicago, and propositions to 
move them to country districts, even by force 
if necessary, occupied the time of the Na- 
tional Conference of Jewish Charities today. 

Cyrus Sulzberger of New York painted 
such a vivid: word picture of the Ghetto in 
New York that when he finished his appeal 
for aid in removing the poor Jews from the 
Ghettos to the country districts there was 
scarcely a dry eye among those present in 
Temple Beth Ei. 

‘** We don't appeal for finances,”’ said Mr. 
Sulzberger, *“‘New York can take care of 
that. We want the hygienic and moral con- 
ditione relieved. You must take the people 
from this district Into other parts of the 
country.”’ 


Would Move Jews by Force. 

Mr. Sulgberger favored taking them out 
of the Ghetto by force if necessary. “In 
the name of God,” he said, in conchusion, 
“if you are not here just to listen to each 
other, go home and do something to relieve 
us.”’ 

Max Herzberg of Philadelphia read a pa- 
per on “ transportation,” in which he dis- 
cussed means of moving the inmates of the 
Ghettos to the country districts. Rabbi 
Leo M. Franklin of Detroit read a paper on 
“ Chattel Mortgage Loan Companies and 
Pawn Societies.”’

This afternoon the following officers were 
elected: President, Max Herzberg, Philia- 
delphia; Vice President, Mrs. 8S. Pisko, Den- 
ver; Vice President, Nathan Bijur, New 
York; secretary, Miss Hanna Marks, Cincin- 
nati; treasurer, O. H. Rosenbaum, Pittsburg. 

An invitation to hold the next biennial con- 
ference in 8t. Louis was presented. The 
canférence closed tonight with a paper by 
Rabbi Moses Gries of Cleveland on “ Settle- 
ment Work Among the Jews.” 


National Conference Opens. 


The twenty-eighth annual meeting of the 
National Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection opened here at the Central Meth 
oM&st Church tonight, with 300 delegates 
present. Governor Bliss and Mayor May- 
bury delivered addresses of welcome in be- 
half of Michigan and Detroit, and Dr. 
Charles R. Henderson of the University of 
Chicago responded for the conference. 

President Timothy Nicholson of Indianap- 
olis delivered his annual address, and the 
conference adjourned to the Hotel Cadillac, 
where a reception to the officers and dele- 
gates was given by the people of Detroit. 

Professor Henderson struck the keynote 
of the conference when he suggested the ap- 
pointment of a commission for the study of 
German social institutions placing special 
emphasis upon the government insurance of 
workingmen. An investigating commission 
will be appointed later in the week. During 
the last year Dr. Henderson attended a na- 
tional charitable conference in Germany and 
investigated the industrial insurance system 
conducted by the government. He brought 
to the American national conference the 
greetings of the German conference of char- 
ities. Dr. Henderson predicted that the 
present conference will make itself historic 
by the inauguration of a movement for gov- 
ernmental insurance of workingmen against 
— accident, loss of employment, and 
death. 


Address of President Nicholson. 


President Nicholson reviewed the history 
and present status of charitable and cor- 
rectional work in the United States and 
predicted for it increasing effectiveness and 
value. He said the golden age will begin 
when every State has its non-partisan Board 
of Control of State institutions. When par- 
tisan politics is wiped out of municipal 
elections; when indeterminate sentences 
and parole systems prevail in prison work; 
when Juvenile Courts and probation officers 
are established in all cities; when county 
jails are abolished and workhouses estab- 
lished; when wife-beaters and wife-desert- 
ers are imprisoned and their prison earnings 
are applied to the support of their faipilies;

One of the negroes was ordered by 
Greenberg to open the door, but when he ad- 
vanced toward it he was confronted by 
Horne, who brandished the ax. The negro 
fled, pursued by Horne, who was then at- 
tacked from the rear by Greenberg and the 
other negro, 


Knife Thrown at Horne. 


The three fell upon Horne and disarmed 
him. Horne ran toward the rear of his house 
and as he fled some one threw a knife at 
him, which cut his left hand seriously. He

Baltimore, Md., May 28.—[Special.]—Sev- 
eral Baltimore epicureans have been feast- 


ing upon seventeen-year locusts, and pro- | 


nounce them a rare delicacy, especially when 
served toasted. G. F. Brochat has invited 
a number of his friends to a dinner at his 
home at Hamilton, Baltimore County, at 
which he will spr his table according to 
the ‘biblical record with locusts and honey. 
Fully 5,000 locusts ll be used, as Mr. Bro- 
chat proposes to feast his friends upon locust 
soup, broiled and fried locust, stewed locust, 
and locusts served in pies and otherwise. 

Mr. Brochat is a/lover of locusts as tid- 
hits. He says that in«France locusts are 
served with kidneys and sweetbreads. Pro- 
fessor Philip R. Uhler, provost of Peabody 
Institute, says he has eaten locust soup, but 
there is little.taste to the locust. It is like 
eating the soft shéll of acrab. There is no 
more flavor tothe locust than there fs to the 
shrimp. The locusts mentioned in biblical 
record were a sort of grasshopper, meaty 
and nouri#hing. The cicada is not of that 
class. 

Seventeen years ago George W. Seipp, 
crier of the County Court, says he first ate 
locusts. His appetite now does not crave 
them, and he has not partaken of any this 

ear. 
C. Bohn Slingluff of the Baltimore County 
bar says it has been his custom to eat lo- 
custs and that they are the most palatable 
dish any person ever ate. He has not been 
feeding on them this year, however, because 
on account of the dry season they did not 
come up in their pupa state, and he only 
liked locusts in that state. They came up 
half winged and they are not so good that

In less than four hours last night a jury 
in Judge Brentano's court decided on the 
guilt or innocence of 8. George D’Essauer, 
sO far as his dealings with his mother-in-law, 


Mrs. Eliza H. Harvey of Batavia, are con- 


cerned, 

The jury retired at 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, and at 8:40 had reached an agree- 
ment. The verdict was sealed, and will 
woes in open court at 10 o’clock this morn- 


The attorneys for the State and others 
who have followed the trial declare that the 
early agreement means conviction. D’Es- 
sauers attorneys had little to say other 


\than that they haye not given up hope. 


D’Essauer is charged with the embezzle- 
ment of #bout $50,000 from Mrs. Harvey, 
and also is under indictment for having at- 
tempted to negotiate forged bonds. His 
flight two years ago caused a sensation, and 
was followed by a chase which led over two 
hemispheres. 
but managed to avoid extradition, and later 
was arrested in New Orleans. 

The trial just ended involves only the 
charge that D’Essauer swindled Mrs. Har- 


vey. 
Last Day’s Revelations. 

The closing hours of the trial revealed 
that D'Essauer had longed to shine as a 
theatrical manager, and had contemplated 
organizing an opera company, with Helen 
Bertram as the star. It also developed that 
he had asked his mother-in-law, Mrs. Har- 
yey, to set him up in business. He thought 
$40,000 would be about the right amount. 
As to the business deal: 

asked her,’’ said D’Essauer, would 
she mind loaning ‘me the money to go into 
business." 

“And what did she say?” inquired Prose- 
cutor Barnes. : 

“ She said she was quite willing.”’

CORDS SAVE GIRL'S LIFE 


FIND SISTER-STUDENT INHALING 
ESCAPING GAS. 


Returning from Fréshman Debate to 

Foster Hall, Young Women Smell 

Fumes and Institute a Search—Dur- 

ing Hunt Occupants of Rooms Think 

' Building Invaded by Burglars— 

Henrietta Becker Found Almost Un- 
conscious and Is Revived. 


Choking fumes from an open gas jet in 
Foster Hall early yesterday morning threat- 
ened the life of Henrietta Becker, a student 
at the University of Chicago. A score of 
girls, roused at a late hour from their slum- 
ber, searched the dormitory for the leaking 
jet and burst into the young woman's room 
in time to save her. 

While the braver giris scurried about the 
building to locate the escaping gas, their 
dormitory mates mistook the footfalls for 
the sound of burglars and locked themselves 
in their rooms in terror. sat 


Girls Returning from Debate. 

The discovery of the escaping gas was 
made by Mildred French, Frieda Kirchhoff, 
and Frances Wheeler, three coeds who re- 
turned to the Foster Dormitory from a freeh- 
man debate shortly after midnight, . They 
noticed a slight odor of gas when they 
reached the third floor, and, not wishing to 
rouse the entire hall, they awakenéd several 
of their dormitory mates and began a search. 

The number of searchers increased as dif- 
ferent doors were thrown open, and by the 
time Miss Becker's room was reached the 
party had increased to nearly twenty. The 
room in which Miss Becker was sleeping was 
found filled with stifling fumes when the 
girls threw open the door, and. the coeds 
groped about in the darkness with their 
handkerchiefs to their faces and raised the 
windows. Miss Becker was carried to.a 
window, where the fresh air speedily re- 
vived her. 


Many Coeds Terrified. 


The sounds of footfals and whispering 
filed timid coeds with terror of burglars and 
they crouched in their rooms behind locked 
doors, awaiting the sight of a shaft of ight 
from a dark lantern or the sound of a gruff 
voice. The searching party in the halls car- 
ried no lighted candles for fear of explosions, 
and the darkness was an added terror to 
the occupants of the dormitory rooms. The 
group of dormitories is isolated and the self- 
imprisoned coeds realized the futility of 
outcries. It was several minutes after the 
rescue of Miss Becker that the reason for 
the sounds became generally known. Miss 
Myra Reynolds, the head of Foster Hall, 
assured her charges that there was no dan- 
ger and quiet was restored. 

Miss Becker had retired early, and it is 
thought that she accidentally struck the gas 
burner with her hand after she had turned 
out the light. Miss Becker isa graduate stu- 
dent in German and will soon take her doc- 
tor’s degree. 


STRANGE DEATH INAHOTEL 


OF SPECULATOR FROM IOWA.’ 


Lifeless Body of William Hopkins Gam- 
ble of Cedar Rapids Found in Room 
at Brevoort House. 


With papers in his possession which show 
that he owned 50,000 buéhels of wheat, but 
had lost money on recent deals, William 
Hopkins Gamble of Cedar Rapids, la., was 
found dead in his room at the Brevoort 
House last night. 

Whether death was due to natural causes 
or to suicide was undetermined, and an in- 
vestigation will be made this morning. 
Gamble was lying across the bed and was 
partly dressed. His coat and vest were on 
a chair. A towel was crushed in his hand. 
There were no traces of poison in the room 
and no evidences of it to be seen in the 
man’s mouth. 


No Trace of Poison. 


The body was found early in the evening 
by a chambermaid who had ‘entered the 
room. . Dr. J. Mills Lange, the house physi- 
cian, was summoned and notified Coroner’s 
Physician Springer. The latter would not 
give an opinion as to the cause of death. 
The body was taken to Rolston’s undertak- 
ing rooms, 22 Adams street, where further 
inquiry will be made today. 

Letters revealed that Gamble was a friend 
of William Fullerton of Cedar Rapids, a 
millionaire lumber man and mine owner, 
who is secretary of the Pecos Valley Stand- 
ard Oil company. Gamble was the owner of 
2.250 shares of stockinthatcompany. Other 
shares of stock in mining companies and ralil- 
roads were found in his possession. 


Bank Book Shows $2,000. 
Around his waist was a money belt, in 
which were three $10 bills, and in one of 
his pockets were $4. A bank book of the 
American Trust and Savings bank of Cedar 
Rapids credited Gamble with a deposit of 
$2 


000. 

Gamble went to the Brevoort House nine 
days ago, and had since been around the 
hotel every evening. He was known there 
as a speculator from Cedar Rapids, and 
he is said to have mentioned that he had 
decided’ to move to Chicago to live. Among 
his papers was found a lease to Chicago 
property, taken by Gamble, his wife, anda 
man living in Minneapolis.

TRUE CAR MEN'S UNION 


EMPLOYES DECLARE LOYALTY TO 
AMALGAMATED BODY. 


Fight Hundred Conductors and Motor- 
men Request President Reach to 
Withdraw His Opposition to Their 
Organization and Ask for a Board 
of Arbitration—Strike Is Referred 
to Only asa Weapon of Last Resort— 
Rush to Secure Membership. 


Eight hundred employés of the Union 
Traction company came out boldly lagt night 
in favor of the Amaigamated Association of 
Street Railway Employés. They passed 
resolutions requesting the company to with- 
draw all opposition to the organization, 
~asked that all employés discharged for join- 
ing the undon be reinstated, and urged the 
selection of an arbitration committee to ad- 
Just all grievances . 

A committee was appointed to wait on 
President Roach today and present the reso- 
lutions. 

The possibility of calling a strike was not 
referred to. except as ‘‘a weapon of last 
resort.”” According to the sentiment ex- 
pressed the men wil! not strike if President 
Roach will accord them the right to or- 
ganize, and from assurances received from 
Franklin MacVeagh, after a conference witb 
Mr. Roach yesterday, the men believe he 
will do that. 

Mayor Harrison also promised yesterday to 
confer with Mr. Roach and see if he could 
bring the opposing factions together. 


Vouch for Every Man. 


Every man who entered Uhlich’s Hall, 27 
North Clark street, was compelled to run 
the gantlet formed by a long line of men 
at the head of the stairs representing every 
barn of the Union and Consolidated Traction 
systems. Men who had no business in the 
meeting were turned away. Car men known 
to be antagonistic to the Amalgamated as- 
sociation were advised to “call again.” 
There was not the slightest disorder, and 
none of the men seemed to have any fear of 
losing his position, because there were scores 
of them in full uniform. 

General Organizer C. O. Pratt read a mes- 
sage from President W. D. Mahon telling of 
his detention in Columbus, O., by the death 
of his niece. It advised the men that he 
would be here the latter part of the week 
and urged them to “ move carefully in the 
formation of their organization,’’ and to use 
moderation in voicing any requests they 
might make. Speeches were made by Mr. 
Pratt and A. C. Cattermull, general organ- 
izer for the American Federation of Labor, 
after which the resolutions were adopted by 
a unanimous vote. 7 


Rush to Join the Union. 


Mr. Pratt asked the men who had not made 
application for membership to do so at once, 
as he desired to obligate all so they could 
elect officers and perfect their organization. 
There was a general scramble, and for an 
hour the secretaries were busy taking in the 
dollars and writing receipts. 

After formally organizing the union, John 
Larkin of the Noble street barn was elected 
President, and William Tabor of the Elston 
avenue barn financial secretary and business 


agent. 
Assault Case Continued. 

The hearing of the case of John Brad- 
ley «nd Samuel Lange, accused of assault- 
ing Conductor Willlam Kamlade because 
he would not join the union, was continued 
yesterday to June 6 Kamlade, who is a 
conductor on the Elston avenue line, alleges 
that he was aseaulted by a crowd of about 
twenty men on Sunday afternoon. 


MANAGER SERVES AS A PILOT. 


Captain Sinclair Takes Charge of Tug 
Wheel and Tows a Schooner In 
from the Lake. 


Captain James Sinclair, local manager for 
the tug trust, yesterday took charge of the 
wheel of the second tug the Great Lakes 
company has put in service on the Chicago 
River since the opening of the strike five 
weeks ago. As pilot of the tug J. H. Hack- 
ley, he made a trip to the lake in the after- 
noon and returned towing the schooner R. 
L. Fryer. His engineer was Thomas John- 
son, chief engineer and wrecking master of’ 
the trust at this port. The rest of the crew 
were non-union men. The strikers won a 
point from the trust yesterday morning 
when the lineman of the tug Rita McDonald 
was removed from his post. 

E. Kremer, local attorney for the trust, 
says he hopes to finda basis for damage suits 
against those who have tied up the tugs, and

SUPPLY OF MEAT 
BECOMING SHORT. 


Strike of Teamsters Likely to 
Cut Off Many Restaurants 
After Today. 


COAL AND ICE WITHHELD. 


Fulton Market and Others Forced 
to Cease Buying of the 
Big Packers. 


The strike of the teamsters against the 


packing companies spread with such rapid-. 


ity last night that patrons of restaurants 
may have to subsist after today on fish and 
dried meats, or take to a vegetarian diet. 

The Fulton Market, the firms of Irwin 
Bros. and Froehling & Heppe, which supply 
nearly all the large restaurants down-town, 
were notified that unless they ceased taking 
meat from the packers their coal wou.d be 
cut off. As these firms operate «heir own 
refrigerating plants, the loss of) their coal 
supply would endanger what meats they 
have on hand. 

The coal at the Fulton market was cut off 
last night, leaving the ice plant without 
fuel to continue the cooling process. Eight- 
een other firms were notified that their coal 
and ice supply would cease this morning, 
while all the butchers operating small mar- 
kets have received notice that they must 
stop taking meat or they will have to run 
their shops without ice or coal. 

The down-town restaurants obtain their 
meat supplies every morning, but are de- 
pendent upon the local firms, the packers 
declining to sell to them. Proprietors of 
the restaurants stated last night that they 
had a large supply of fish on hand, while 


chickens were easily obtained, although 


they are bringing a good price. 


Boxmakers Out in Sympathy. 

For the first time since the inception of 
the fight the sympathetic strike made its 
appearance. Two hundred and twenty-five 
boxmakers employed by the National Box 
company, Thirty-eighth street and Center 
avenue, struck because they had been asked 
to furnish boxes to the packers against whom 
the teamsters are struggling. The com- 
pany makes boxes for the Nelson Morris 
Presi- 
dent James H. Payne of the United Order 
of Boxmakers said the 100 boxmakers em- 
ployed by the Anglo-Americah Provision 
company were likely to refuse to make boxes 
for the packers under the circumstances. 

The American Express company refused 
to handle meat through fear that all its drivy- 
ers, who are members of the teamsters’ 
union, would strike. 

None of the large firms signed the scale 
yesterday, although the Schwarzschild & 
Sulzberger company manifested its willing- 
ness to pay the scale without recognizing 
the union, 


Several Hurry Calls to Police. 


While few wagons were permitted to pass 
out of the yards by the pickets, there were 
several skirmishes down-town. WBighteen 
commission drivers quit on South Water 
street to ald the teamsters as pickets. They 
followed two salesmen to the Swift barn at 
Halsted and Division streets and frightened 
them so the police were called to raise 
the siege. Shipping Clerk James Wah! was 
taken away in a patrol wagon. 

Over at Wood street and Carroll avenue, 
where employés of Nelson Morris & Co. 
were endeavoring to unload a car of meat, 
a great crowd gathered and jeered until 
the police appeared. Twelve policemen pa- 
trolled the scene until the car was unloaded. 

About 7 o’clock in the morning two squads 
of police from the Central Station and the 


East Chicago Avenue Station responded to 


a riot call sent in from Wells and Kinzie 
streets. Striking teameters had surrounded 
five trucks of meat which Manager George 
Haywood was ‘endeavoring to convey from 
cars at Cleveland and Halsted streets fo 
Swift & Co.’s down-town branch at South 
Water and Market streets. Clerks from the 
Stock-Yards had been placed on the wagone 
as teamsters. The strikers surrounded the 
trucks, detached the harness, and urged the 
drivers to desert. One of the drivers joined 
the strikers before the police arrived. Then 
the trucks were escorted to their destina- 
tion. 
Thirty Non-Union Teamsters. 

The only excitement at the Stock-Yards 
occurred when thirty non-union teameters 
reported for duty at Swift & Co.'s packing- 
house. Union men intercepted the new- 
comers and sevetal refused to go totwork. 
A clash was prevented by the arrival of the 
police from the Stock- Yards Station. 

The packers who. are anxious to settle 
charge the delay to Armour & Co. The ob- 
jection to settlement lies tn the belief that the 
packers think the recognition of the team- 
gsters would be the opening wedge in the 


_Stock-Yards where the packers always have 


refused to make agreements with the unions, 
although they sometimes have met their 
representatives, A victory by the teamsters, 
it is said, would cost the packers $1,000,000 
annually because it would mean the eetab- 
lishment of the standard wage scale in the 
Stock-Yards .which prevails fn the city. At 
present the packing-houses pay many of the 
trades little more than half what the men 
receive down-town.

The House has inserted 
Immigrants in the immigration bill a 
Must Not provision that liquor shall 
Have Beer. not be sold at immigrant 
stations. The House was in 

so dry a frame of mind that it refused even 
to tolerate the sale cf beer to men and 
women arriving from the beer-drinking 
countries of Europe, where that fluid is con- 
sidered as necessary and as harmless as 
bread and meat. Representative Landis of 
Indiana, who comes from a State which 
foneumes its fair share of beer, said ‘‘ the 
class of immigrants who could be tempted 
with a giass of beer on landing were not 
Gesirable,"’ and that, while not a follower 
of Carrie Nation, “he did not believe in- 
toxicating liquors should be sold anywhere 
on premises of the United States.” Re- 
marks of this kind justify the observation 
of Representative Mann that the provision 
to stop the sale of liquor at immigrant 
stations was “pure hysteria.’’ It is In the 
power of the government officials to regu- 
late strictly the sale of liquor to immigrants 
while in their charge, and thus prevent 
an undue use of stimulants. After laying 
down a rule that men who have drunk beer

killed by electric or cable cars. 


shall not have beer, the House should have 
gone on to forbid the sale of the “ filthy 
weed” tobacco “on premises of the United 
States.”” Perhaps the Senate will show more 
consideration for beer-drinking immigrants 
than the hysterical House has displayed. 


THE EDUCATION TEST. 

The bill to codify the statutes relating to 
immigration, which has met with the ap-. 
proval of the House, provides for the appli- 
cation to immigrants of an éducationa! test, 
The large vote in favor of the, proposition 
makes it look as if the petitions for an edu- 
cational test signed by tens of thousands of 
union workmen have had more effect than 
petitions usually have. | 3 

It is proposed: that all persons over 15 
years of age who are physically capable of 
reading, but who cannot read the English 
language or some other language, shall be 
denied admission into the United States. 
The severity of this is mitigated a little by 
the provision that an admissible immigrant 
may bring in or send for his wife, his chil- 
dren under 18, and his parents and grandpar- 
ents over 50, whether they are able to read 
or not. 

The labor organizations are for the edu- 
cational test, because it will check im- 
migration, which, if unrestricted, they 
fear will overstock the labor market and 
pull down wages. There are others who ap- 
prove of the exclusion of illiterates because 
they ‘wish to check the immigration of the 
races to which illiterates mostly belong now- 
adays. Fifty years ago no exception was 
taken to the“illiteracy of the immigrants 
from countries in western Europe, where 
nearly everybody is taught to read now. It 
is fortunate that none wastaken. The chil- 
dren of the illiterate immigrants of that day 
became useful citizens, as truly American as 
if their parents had been well educated. - 

The illiterate immigrants of 1902 come 
from southern Italy, Greetre; and the Sla- 
yonic countries. There came last year from 
southern Italy 111,000 immigrants, more 
than half of whom were illiterates. If the 
neweomers from southern and eastern Eu- 
rope cannot be assimilated if they come in 
considerable numbers, and if their children 
do not imbibe the ideas of the country as 
well as the language of the country, then 
an educational! test, or any other test which 
keeps down the number of undesirable im- 
migrants, should meet with general favor. 
It has not yet been proved, however, that 
Greeks or Roumanians will be in the second 
generation an undesirable acquisition. The 
presumption is that the persons belonging 
to that generation will be undistinguishable 
from the mass of the community. The as- 
similation of Asiatics, such as Syrians 
and Hindoos, may be impossible. It is too 
soon to say that the assimilation of the 
members of any European race is impos- 
sible. 


The action of the South 
Tips Should Park board in forbidding 
1 pt Be its employés to accept tips 
llowed, will be received with gen- 
eral approval. There is no 

reason why public servants should be tipped 
for the performance of the duties for which 
they are paid for the people. When public 
servants in high positions are tipped by cor- 
porations there is generally a scandal, and 
sometimes a trial. If tipping is permitted, 
the man who cannot afford to tip, or who 
refrains from principle, suffers. The tip- 
per is the only one who is served. Em- 
ployés soon come to look upon tips as a. 
lawful perquisite. Any guest who expects. 
to be properly looked after in a big hotel 
knows that he must tip the waiter, the bell- 
boy, and any others of whom he expects 
service. The people do not want such a 
system extended to the parks or any other 
branch of the public service. The Park 
Commissioner who gave a tip to get 
prompt service made it harder for all who 
cannot afford to pay to have their wants 
attended to by park employés. 


THE SMALL PARKS. 

\ The Seventeenth Ward, with a population 
6f 60,000 and with 12,000 school children, 
has within its limits one recreation ground 
with an area of an acre. The great West 
Side parks are too far away for the fre- 
quent use of children or of adults. In pro- 
portion to population four children die in 
the Seventeenth Ward for every one that 
dies in the Seventh Ward, which hasa large 
park area. 

In the Ninth Ward there are 14,300 boys 
and girls, living in about dne square mile 
of territory, who have no park or play- 
ground within ordinary walking distance. 
They must seek amusements in the tene- 
ment houses, in which they are huddled to- 
gethér, or in the streets. Many of them cio 
play in the streets and occasionally get 


The Special Parks commission has recom- 
mended ‘to the West Park Commissioners 
sites for small parks in the overcrowded 
wards which have been mentioned, and in 
other sections of the West Side where there 
is urgent need of breathing places for the 
benefit of densely compacted populations, 
The commission has not made its recom- 
mendations hastily. It has studied the situ- 
ation carefully, with an eye to “the 
greatest good of the greatest number.” It 
has discovered that there is even greater 
need of the smail parks than was supposed. 
Most Chicagoans have had a happy belief 
that the large park systems met fully the 
public demands. The report of the com- 
mission will undeceive them if they’ will 
take the trouble to read it. 

Tens of thousands of those who need 
the parks.the most are unable to reach the 
parks. Therefore, the parks must be taken 
to them. The small parks with their trees 
and shrubs, grass plots, and playgrounds, 
will be sunlight in places now desolate. 
They will add to the happiness and promote 
the health—physical and moral—of the 
dwellers in gloomy tenement districts. There 
will be less juvenile crime when the chil- 
dren are taken from the streets and alleys 
into the parks. : 

The West Park board has the money 
with/ which to buy sites for many smail 
parks. It cannot make a better beginning; 
in an important work than by selecting j 
some of the sites recommended by the com- 
mission, thus serving first sections which 
need small parks the most. .

CLOSING THE CAPITOL “BAR.” 
A law to regulate immigration hardly is 


vision forbidding the sale of liquor in the 
Capitol Building. There is where the pro- 
vision will be found if the Senate shall 
take the same view as the House of the 
impropriety or wickedness of permitting 
the sale of intoxicants in the building where 
the lawmakers of the republic hold session 
nd where the court meets which expounds 
eir laws. 
There are persons, not Prohibitionists, 
who do not think the maintenance of a 
“bar” in the Capitol comports with the 
dignity of the nation. The action of the 
House will gratify them. Representatives 
may have wished to please these persons 
when they voted to make the Capitol a 
prohibition district. If the Senate should 
refuse to concur, the House, if in earnest 
in its reform measure, will forbid the sale 
of liquor in that part of the building under 
its eontrol and let the Senators have a 
monopoly of sinfulness, Constituents 
should keep an eye on their Representatives 
to learn whether this new-born zeal is to be 
lasting. : 

The prohibition of the sale of liquor in 
the Capitol hardly will decrease its con- 
sumption. Years ago when the Senate or- 
dered the banishment of liquor from its 
part of the building there was a singular 
inerease in thé demand for “ cold tea ” of a 
kind which cheered and also inebriated. 
The effective way to stop the consumption 
of liquor in the Capitol ts the one suggested 
by Mr. Cochran of Missouri. He said if 
the same number of gentlemen who seemed 
eager to close up the “ bar” in the base- 
ment would abstain from patronizing it it 
would close up for want of business. ; 

There are still Congressmen who like to 
take a drink during working hours. If 
they cannot get it at a “ bar”’ they wil) find 
it in a committee-room. The number of 
such Congressmen tends to decrease. Sena- 
tors and Representatives are, on the aver- 
age, fan.more temperate than they were 
fifty or evén thirty years ago. It is to the 
increasing intelligence and self-control of 
Congressmen rather than to an amendment 
to the immigration laws, like the one adopt- 
ed on Tuesday, that one must look for the 
effectual banishment of liquor from the 
Capitol Building. 


CHICAGO VS. HONGKONG. 

Bishop Thoburn of the Methodist Bpis- 
copal Church has said that a man’s life is 
safer in Hongkong than in Chicago. The 
Rey. Francis Tuck, a Baptist minister from 
Pennsylvania, has said that one Sunday 
evening he took a walk in this city and 
“saw forms of vice and wickédness in the 
streetae0f Chicago that are unheard of in 
London,” where he spent some time doiug 
missionary work. . 

These unflattering remarks have aroused 
the indignation of some laymen and of some 
preachers. The Bishop and the minister 
are accused of speaking rashly and with- 
out knowledge. The greater safety of life 


Bishop says that he tarried in London for a 
time and saw there forms of vice unheard 
of in his home city. 

It may be that Bishop Thoburn and the 
Rev. Mr. Tuck have sinned against the 
truth. Laymen arefnot the only ones who 
are given to exaggeration. As the criminal 
statistics of Hongkong are not at hand, it 
is impossible to say whether it is safer for 
a young man to go for a walk with his 
sweetheart there than it is for him to do it 
here. Absolute security does not exist here, 
otherwise Christian Erickson would not 
have been shot by a highway robber last 


Doubtless there are more forms of vice 
and wickedness in London than in Chicago, 
but there are sv many forms of both in Chi- 
cago that not much genuine satisfaction 
can be extracted from the fact that this is 
not so wicked a place as some other places 
—the cities of the plain, for instance. 

The remarks of the Methodist Bishop 
and the Baptist minister would not have 
provoked such sharp replies if the authors 


ing that life is not so safe in Chicago as it 
should be, and that the city harbors an un- 
pleasant amount of vice. The effective re- 
ply to remarks of the kind referred to is 
an effort to make life safer in Chicago and 
to diminish the sum total of vice-and wicked- 
ness. If such an effort meet with success 
there will be no more lauding of Hongkong 
and London at the expense of Chicago. 


THE PRESBYTERIANS AND DIVORCE. 

The revision of the creed was not the only 
question to occupy the attention of the late 
Presbyterian General Assembly. One of its 
last acts was to take up the perplexing prob- 
lem of divorce. From the general tenor of 
the discussion the views of the assembly 
on. the divorce question do not appear to 
have been so liberal as they were with rela- 
tion to creed revision. On the other hand, 
the outcome of its action will undoubtedly 
be to draw the lines more tightly and even 
to strike out from the old confession the 
words, “and such willful desertion as can 
in no way be remedied by the church or civil 
inagistrates.”’ 

The action of the assembly crystallized 
in a UNanimous vote to accept the overture 
of the Protestant Episcopal church for the 
appointment of a joint committee to consider 
the best methods for “securing uniform 
legislation which will conserve the family 
institution and preserve the sanctity of the 
marriage bond.” At the same time the as- 
sembly declared that the Presbyterian clergy 
should “instruct their people, in public and 
in private, of the sacredness of this divine 
institution and exercise due diligence be- 
fore the celebration of a marriage to as- 
certain that there exist no impediments 
thereto as defined in our Confession of 
Faith.” 

The union of these two important de- 
nominations—and other churches that may 
decide to act in concert with them—ought 
to be conduciye to some degree of reform, 
though it camnot be expected to be radical 
so long as there is no general law govern- 
ing the subject, and ministers do not have 
the monopoly of the marriage ceremony. 
Still, clergymen do the most of the mar- 
rying, and if the church can make them a 
little. more—and in some cases much more 
—careful in investigating the fitness for | 
marriage of those whom they unite this 
would be a great step gained. There is- 
scarcely a day passes that mere boys and 
girls are not married by clergymen. In 
Brooklyn the other day two children, one 
of 15 and the other 16, eloped and were 
married bya minister who ought to have 
been turned out of his position for doing so, 
The parents of the girl found her and took 
her back to the nursery, and there, of 
course, will be a divorce, but, as if this were 
not enough, the boy, piqued at the logs of 
his girl-wife, found anoth®r girl and an- 
other, minister who was willing to marry 
them and who also ought to lose his place, | 
wad now ‘the boy is in jail for bigamy. As 


long as such carelessness or indifference as | who works all the time wins in the race, 


this prevails there will be hasty marriages, 
and hasty marriages make quick divorces. 
If the churches would unite in impressing 
upon the clergy the duty of more closely 
scrutinizing the fitness of candidates for 
matrimony the number of divorces at least 
would be reduced. Perhaps this is even 
more necessary than that the ministers 
should labor with their flocks to discourage 
the divorce habit. 


THE SILLY GOVERNOR OF ARKANSAS 

Mr. Jefferson Davis, Governor of Arkan- 
sas, recently promised pardon to a negro, 
Andrew Thompson, convicted of some 
crime, on céndition that he would go to Mas- 
sachusetts and stay there. This silly per- 
formance has subjected Mr. Jefferson Davis 
to such wholesome criticism, and especially 
to such sharp personal attacks by papers 
of all kinds of politics in Massachusetts, 
that he was recently moved to send a per- 
sonal letter of explanation to the Boston 
Journal, together with his photograph, and 
ask that both be published in its columns, 
thus adding a display of vanity to his pre- 
vious display of silliness. 

The Governor in his letter retorts that the 
North is responsible for the negro being in 
the South, that its traders stole them, took 
them South and sold them, and when 
they saw that the South was making 
money out of them “a few erdnks wanted 
to liberate them, and out of this, partially 
at least, grew the unpleasantness between 
the North and the South.” Then follows 
a reference to the blessed condition of the 
negro and of the ites in the good old 
times of slavery, andl a somewhat fulsome 
eulogy of his namesake, “‘ the greatest man 
the world ever knew.” 3 

This silly babble about the negro, with its 
incoherent reasoning and conclusions, might 
safely be left to any school boy to answer. 
But, assuming that all he so gravely puts 
forward is correct, what bearing does it 
have upon the question? Supposing that 
one generation bought slaves and sold them 
in the South and another generation liber- 
ated them, what has that todo with the 
question of fair treatment of the negro, of 
his right to a fair trial when charged with 
crime, in the refusal of which Arkansas has 
always been a prominent offender, and of 
the rule of the law and preservation of order 
instead of the rule of the mob and the en- 
couragement of disorder? a 
At the beginning of his letter Governor 
Davis says: “ Your people will observe that 
I have no horns, and I pledge you my word 
(as you can’t see from the photograph) that 
I have no hoofs.” This observation moves 
the staid old Boston Advertiser, which never 
perpetrates a joke and is rarely guilty of 
light behavior, even, to remark: “ We none 
of us thought that Governor Jeff Davis of 
Arkansas had horns. We were merely led 
by his exhibition of himself in certain utter- 
ances, reported as official, to wonder as to 
the length of his ears.” The Advertiser has 
completely covered the ground and left 
nothing more to be said.

CHINESE MANDARIN DUCK. 


Description of the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


HE mandarin duck, called the Chinese 
mandarin duck—which is the subject 
of the nature study in THe TRIBUNE 
today, is one of the most beautifully 
feathered of aquatic birds, a native 

ot the celestial empire, and found in no 
other country on earth. It has, however, 
been exported to a certain extent, but it 
thrives. better in its own country than else- 
where. The name ‘“‘ mandarin’ was given 
the fowl by the English in China, who doubt- 
less saw in. the bird’s brilliant plumage a 
marked resemblance to the gaudy costume 
worn by the mandarins, Its scientific name 
is Aix galericulata, the family name of the 
duck being Anatidae. 

The duck tribe is supposed to have been 
evolved from the grebe and loons—divers— 
which have rudimentary wings, but do not 
fly. Ducks are distinguished from geese by 
their broad feathered bills, short legs, and 
scaled tarsi. There are more than 150 
species of ducks, dissimilar in color, dif- 
fering much in size and form, and they are 
found in every part of the world, though 
most numerous in warm climates. All do- 
mesticated species are descended from the 
mallard, or wild duck, and have been under 
domestication for centuries. The mandarin 
auck was figured by Edwards in 1746 from 
a live bird in England, but was known to 
Aldrovandus from one brought to Rome from 
Japan in his time by an envoy. Ducks 
were, however, unknown in Egypt, and in 
Rome in the first century it was necessary 
to confine them in cages to secure them. 

They are divided generally into sea and 
fresh water ducks, but the distinction is 
not close, as fresh water ducks often go to 
sea, and vice versa. The river @ucks have 
a flap on the hind toe which is absent in sea 
ducks. Wild ducks build their nests usual- 
ly in the ground, and some in holes, while 
yet others build in hollow trees and even 
among the branches of trees, There are 
from six to sixteen eggs, which hatch in 
from three to four weeks. The young ducks 
are covered with down, and run about as 
soon as hatched. Owing to a rank taste, the 
ergs are not much used as food. 

Ducks migrate north or south, according 
to hemisphere, in spring to breeding places, 
and in winter gather in vast flocks. They 
are among the fastest flying birds, their 
speed being estimated at from sixty to 
ninety miles an hour, the “old squaw’”’ 
(Clangula nyemalis) of the Atlantic coast 
holding the record. At least one species, 
the steamer duck (Tachyeres cinereus) of 
South America, is flightless when adult, the 
wings not growing in proportion to its body. 

In north regions the duck and its eggs are 
an important food, and the flesh is every- 
where considered a table delicacy. Domes- 
tication demoralizes the duck; while the 
wild ones live in pairs and care for their 
young, tame ducks are polygamous, the 
drake ceasing to care for his offspring and 
the female making but a poor mother. 

The mandarin is said to be closely related 
to the summer or wood duck of America, a 
beautiful specimen common in the United 
States: In China the mandarin is the em- 
biem of conjugal affection. This variety is 
raised on a duck farm at Riverside, a sub- 
urb of Chicago. 


Judge Magoon’s Reports. 
[New York Sun Editorial, May 27.] 

We have found good reason more 
than once to speak of the value .of 
the services rendered to this govern- 
ment by Judge Charles E. Magoon, the 
law officer of the Division of Insular Affairs 
in the War department. The reports of 
Judge Magoon upon questions referred to 
him by the Secretary of War since the be- 
ginning of the era of expansion and of in- 
sular administration have covered an ex- 
traordinary range. They have dealt at times 
directly with the broadest principles of 
constitutional and international law, and at 
times with minor problems of detall and pol- 
icy, perhaps equally important with those 
of the other class because they involved in 
most cases the adoption of some general 
or even fundamental principle. As all this 
is in a field of departmental jurisprudence 
almost absolutely new to American experi- 
ence, it is obvious that the difficulty of the 
work intrusted to Judge Magoon has been on 
a par with its importance. 

Mr. Root has caused to be published from 
the Government Printing Office a book of 
more than 800 pages containing many of the 
opinions of the Law Officer for Insular Af- 
fairs that have assisted the Secretary in 
deciding the complicated questions with 
which the War department has had to deal 
during the past two or three years. The 
document is styled ** The Law of Civil Gov- 
ernment Under Military Occupation.” It 
might well be called the ‘**‘ Text Book of 
Expansion.’’ No other single volume con- 
tains so much that is interesting alike to the 
student of. the history of annexation, to the 
person concerned with the legal aspects of 
the temporary military control of Porto 
Rico, Cuba, and the Philippines, and to the 
civil officers actually employed in insular 
administration. Only the fortunate combi- 
nation in one person of the qualities of the 
intrepid historical investigator, the sound 
lawyer, and the philosophic reasoner could 
produce anything of this sort comparable 
in interest and practical value with the Ma- 
goon reports. 

Our present purpose is not to attempt to 
exhibit or discuss the contents of this gov- 
ernment publication, but to call public at- 


tention to its existence, as an arsenal of 


facts and a code of clearly stated law; and at 
the same time to express our admiration of 
the mind which here unconsciously reveals 
its modesty, its diligence, and its comfe- 
hensive intelligence. 

The vafiety and complexity of the nove 
questions which have clamored for decision 
at the office of the Secretary of War ever 
since the peace with Spain will be appre- 
ciated for the first time by most of those 
who examine Judge Magoon’s reports. The 
unprecedented burden of responsibility 
which has rested upon that department will 
be better understood. And the country 
should not be slower than Mr. Root himseif 
has been to recognize the extent of the de- 
partment’s indebtedness to Judge Magoon 
during this difficult period, and to render 
him the credit which the high merit of his 
special.services deserves.

NCE there was a young actress who 

let her long hair hang down on both 

sides of her face, put on the gay gar- 

ments and cap of a French peasant 

girl, and danced and sang and laughed 
her way through five long acts into great pop- 
ularity and a fortune of half a million dollars. 
The same actress, grown to be a white-haired 
old lady, covered her wrinkles with grease 
paint and her gray hair with a blonde wig, 
and danced and sang and laughed and had 
hot stage love made to her when she was 
60 and over. The actress was Maggie 
Mitchell, still living handsomely on the 
profits of *‘ Fanchon, the Cricket,” the play 
which the Hull House Dramatic association 
put on at the Hull House Theater the other 
evening. 

The whole performance was a Hull House 
product. Costumes, historically and artis- 
tically correct to the last knot of ribbon or 
jabot of lace, the scenery, quite as realistic 
as that which one sees at the professional 
houses, the stage settings and properties of 
heavy old black oak furniture and dull red 
and blue rugs, all were made in the Hulil 
House shops, and to those who know Hull 
House standards of workmanship that is all 
that is necessary to say. 

Something of the same simplicity and good 
taste marked the performance of the play, 
the stilted nes of which sound strange in 
the ears of one familiar with the modern 
patter which is the current coin of stage pro- 
ductions. First of all when the curtain rose 
one noticed the old-fashioned dark green 
cupboard standing against the wall of the 
cottage room, and many a woman envied the

TOBACCO TRUST IN CUBA. 


THREE CHIEF CONCERNS ABSORB- 
ED BY BIG COMPANY. 


New Corporation with $35,000,000 Cap- 
ital Known as the Havana Tobaccé 
Company Fermed in New Jersey far 
Purpose of Merger — Terms for 
Transfer of Shares Made Public in 
New York—Is Blow to Imperial and 
Universal Companies.

New York, May 28.—[Special.]—The tobac- 
co trust has acquired the three largest to- 
bacco companies dealing in Cuban cigars 
and tobaccos—namely: the Havana Commer- 
cial company, the Henry Clay and Bock To- 
bacco company, and the H. de Cabanas y 
Carbajal company. 

These three compantes control practically 
the entire production of Cuban cigars and 
tobacco, and are said to be in absolute con- 
trol of the market for the best brands of 
cigars. The acquisition of these companies 
is regarded in financial circles as a blow to 
the Imperial Tobacco company, which em- 
braces the principal independent tobacco 
companies in this country and England. 

The acquisition of these companies was 
announced today, when it became known 
that the Havana Tobacco company, with a 
capital of $35,000,000, had been in¢eorporated 
-at Trenton, N. J. This company is to be 
‘a subsidiary company of the Consolidated 
’ Tobacco company, which holds the common 
stock of the Continental and the American 
Tobadeco companies. Whether the control of 
the new company will be lodged with the 
American, the Continental, or the Consoli- 
dated has not been decided, so it was said 
today, as this question is a detail which 
will be arranged later. 


Capital Stock Is $35,000,000. 

The capital stock of the new company is 
$35,000,000, of which $30,000,000 is common 

tock and $5,000,000 preferred stock, the iat- 
ter bearing 5 per cent non-cumulative divi- 
dends. The company willalso havea bonded 
debt of $10,000,000 twenty-year 5 per cent. 
gold bonds, of which $2,500,000 shall be in | 
treasury stock. 

The terms on which the Havana Tobacco 
company is to take over the stock of the 
Havana Commmercial company were made 
public in two circulars isssued by the Guar- 
anty Trust company. 

The basis of exchange as regards the com- 
mon stock of the Havana Commercial com- 
pany is forty Yhares of common stock of the 
Havana Tobacco company for 100 shares of 
the Havana Commercial company. The pre- 
ferred stock is to be exchanged at the rate of, 
sixty shares of preferred stock and forty 
shares of common stock of the Havana To- 
bacco company for each 100 shares of the pre- 
ferred stock of the Havana Commercial com- 
pany. 

Terms Imposed Upon Trust. 

' It is provided, however, that the Havana 
Tobacco company shall lodge with the 
Guaranty Trust company a certificate show- 
ing that at the time of the transfer of the 
stock the Havana Tobacto company shall 
have been formed and that there shal! have 
been acquired by the Havana Tobacco com- 
pany all the outstanding shares of H. De 
Cabanas y Carbajal, a New Jersey cor- 
poration. 

This offer of exchange is to remain good 
for not less than thirty and not more than 
sixty days. A representative of the firm of 
H. B. Hollins & Co., who have held a large 
interest in the Havana°Commercial com- 
pany, said today in speaking of this matter: 
‘“‘The trust has now absolute control of the 
Cuban Tobacco business.”’ 

Gustav Bock and F. Oppenheim, who are 
interested in the H. Clay-Bock company, 
arrived today from Cuba. 

Suit to Dissolve Merger. re 

Through Coudert Bros., George D. Mum- 
ford. a lawyer, owner of 600 shares of the 
common stock of the American Tobacco 
company, has begun proceedings to dis- 
solve the merger of the American Tobacco 
company, the Continental Tobacco com- 
pany, the American Snuff company, and the 
American Cigar company into the Consoll- 
dated Tobaeco company. The directors of 
the latter and the Morton Trust company, 
the depository of the securities, are also 
made defendants. Fraud is alleged. 


SUBMIT CREAMERY BUTTER 
TO AN EXHAUSTIVE TEST. 


Examiners from Department of Agri- 
culture and Dairy Commission Com- 
plete Examinations in This City. 


The first exhaustive test- ever made of 
creamery butter taken from all parts of the 
United Staes was finished in Chicago last 
hight by examiners appointedby the De- 
| partment of Agriculture and the National 
Creamery Buttermakers’ association. Sam- 
ples of butter from 500 buttermakers, repre- 
senting ninéteen States, were examined, and 
similart tests will be made from now until 
October, when a report will be submitted. 

The purpose of the tests is to secure an idea 
of the quality of butter put out by makers 
and the method of manufacture. At the end 
of the test each buttermaker will hear the 
results of the examination, as well as sug- 
gestions that may assist him in making bet- 
ter quality. It has been estimated that 
among the 8,000 buttermakers in the coun- 
try, who produce 1,000,000,000 pounds an- 
nually, a large number habitually put out a 
product considerably below grade. 

The examination has been conducted at 
A. Booth & Co.'s cold storage plant, where 
one floor has been given over to this work. 
W. D. Collyer, United States Inspector of 
-Butter Exports, and B. D. White, field in- 
structor of the Minheseta Dairy commission, 
“are in charge of thetests. Part of each sam- 
| ple will be kept for a month in cold storage,

THINKS BIG STRIKE NEAR 


FRANK P. SARGENT FEARS BITU- 
MINOUS MEN WILL ACT. 


Member of Civic Board Belleves Pres- 
ent Situation Must 
One Way or the Other—If So oal 
Men Decide to Go Out the 
Business Will Be Enormou . 
dent Mitchell Arrives at Indian 
lis, but Has Nothing New to Te 
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St. Louis, Mo., May 28.—Frank P. Sargent, 
member of the National Board of Arbitra- 
tion, of which Mark Hanna is chairman, is 
in St. Louis to meet his wife, who is on her 
way here from the Southwest. Mr. Sargent 
is of the opinion that if the strike of anthra- 
cite miners is not settled within the next 
eight or nine days there will in all proba- 
bility be a sympathy strike in the bituminous 
fields. 

Mr. Sargent said: ‘* The individual mem- 
bers of the National Board of Arbitration 
are using their best efforts to bring about a 
settlement of the strike. 

“Up td last Monday, when I left New 
York, both sides were standing firm, and, 
from the condition of things, I think the 
country will see a bitter contest. 

* 7] am of the opinion that if the strike is 
not settled within the next eight or ten days 
miners in the bituminous fields will be asked 
to go out in sympathy for their Eastern 
brethren. Should a sympathy strike be Ge- 
cided on probably as many as 450,000 miners 
in the bituminous fields will go out.”’ 


Mitchell Refuses to Predict. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 28.—John Mitchell, 
President of the United Mine Workers of 
America, arrived this afternoon to confer 
with Secretary Wilson in regard to the 
situation. President Mitchell refused to 
talk in regard to the strike further than 
saying the call for the proposed convention 
will not be issued during his stay in the city, 
which will last until tomorrow night. To 
ali questions in regard to the probability of 
a general strike or as to the probable move- 
ments of the mine workers President Mitch- 
ell would only reply that he could not say 
anything. 


Pump Men Want to Stay In. 


Scranton, Pa., May 28.—Three hundred 
pump runners, firemen, and engineers em- 
ployed at the Delaware, Lackawana and 
Western, the Delaware and Hudson, and the 
Ontario and Western collieries met today in 
West Scranton and voted to make a formal 
request on the executive officers of the 
United Mine Workers to withdraw the order 
calling them out next Monday if the oper- 
ators do not grant them an eight-hour day 
without reduction in wages. The request 
was worded in such a way as to carry the 
implication” that the order would not be 


obeyed.

Attacks Peddler in Thirty-first Street— 
Beaten, and $7 Taken from Him—

Four robbers attacked George Borsopel 
while he was driving in Thirty-first street 
near Emerald avenue at 10 o'clock last night, 
dragged him from his wagon, beat him into 
insensibility, and robbed him of $7.

DECIDE ON PHILIPPINE VOTE. 


Senate Reaches Agreement to End Dis- 
cussion on Measure Next Tues- 
day Afternoon. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—An agreement 
was reached in the Senate today by which 
a final vote on the pending Philippine gov- 
ernment bill and all amendments will be 
taken next Tuesday at4p.m. Pending the 
vote, the Senate will meet at 11 o’clock each 
day, except Friday, when the Senate will 
not sit, it being Memorial day. On Monday 
and Tuesday the debate will be under the 
fifteen-minute rule. 

Mr. Burrows [Mich.] explained the bill at 
length today and urged its enactment, main- 
taining, that it would advance the interests 
and promote the prosperity of the islands. 
In his judgment, it would be a mistake to 
accord to the Filipinos now self-government 
and independence. Such a proceeding could 
result, he said, only in disaster to the inhab- 
itants and possible anarchy in the islands. 

The House spent the day debating the bill 
to increase the subsidiary coinage by coin- 
ing the silver bullion in the Treasury and to 
recoin silver dollars as the public necessi- 
ties may require. The limit of subsidiary 
coinage is now $100,000,000. The bill in- 
creases this to an indefinite amount, in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The bill aroused the opposition of the Dem- 
ocrats, who claimed it was only a stepin the 
direction of the complete striking down of 
the silver dollar. The debate drifted Intoa 
general discussion of the silver question.

Wants Committee to Give Its Views on

Washington, D. C., May 28.—Senator Hoar 
today offered the following as a substitute 
for Senator Wellington’s resolution dis- 
charging the Senate Committee on Privileges 
and Elections from consideration of the 
House joint resolution for the election of 
Senators by direct vote of the people: ‘‘ That 
the Committee on Privileges and Elections 
be directed to report to the Senate its opin- 
ion upon House joint resolution 41, and fur- 
ther to report an amendment to said reso- 
lution to be incorporated therewith, if it 
should be adopted by the Senate, providing 
that Congress shall make all suitable regula- 
tions for the election of Senators, including 
such laws as shall provide for a full and 
free vote and an honest ascertainment of 
tHe result; and that such elections shall 
be held under national authority, and also 
that the qualifications for voting at such 
elections shall be prescribed by Congress; 
end, furt , that the committee report to 
the Senate its opinion as to the propriety 
of so amending said resolution, if it shall 
be enacted; and, further, its opinion as to 
the wisdom of passing said resolution so 
amended.”’ 


PAUL SORG OF OHIO IS DEAD. 


Former Congressman, Banker, 
Manufacturer Dies at His Home 
at Middletown. 


and 


Middletown, O., May 28.—[Special.]—Paul 
J. Sorg. a former Congressman from the 
Third Ohio District, died at his home in 
Middletown at 5:30 o’clock this morning. 
He had been in failing health for the last 
two years, and had been confined to his 
home for the last two months. 

Mr. Sorg was born in Wheeling, W. Va., on 
Sept. 23, 1840, and when he was 12 years 
of age removed to Cincinnati with his 
parents, where he was put to work caning 
chairs and selling flowers on the streets to 
assist in the support of the family. He 
afterwards learned the molder’s trade, and 
Ae few years became the foreman of the 
~ . 

Later he met John Auer, now a wealthy 
ejtizen of Middletown, and formed a part- 
nership for the manufacture of tobacco. By 
Mr. Sorg’s sagacity and careful management 
the. business grew rapidly, and soon the P. 
J. Sorg company was formed, which erected 
a plant capable of turning out 2,000,000 
pounds of tobacco annually. 

**In 1897 Mr. Sorg retired from active 
business. ‘After he became a resident of 
Middletown he always took a deep interest 
in its affairs, and, as a monument to his 
generosity, the city was given the Sorg 
Opera-House, while on South Main street 
he has just completed a magnificent home 
into which he and his family would havé 
moved within the next few days. Aside from 
the tobacco business, Mr. Sorg was inteéerest- 
ed in the McSherry Manufacturing com- 
pany, the Miami Cycle company, the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, the United States 
Hotel, and the Paul A. Sorg Paper company, 
of which his son is the head. Mr. Sorg’s 
wealth was estimated at from $6,000,000 to 
$8,000,000. 

In politics Mr. Sorg was a Democrat, and 
in 1804 was elected to Congress on the Demo- 
cratic ticket over Estes G. Rathbone,

‘TO PAUNCEFOTE, 


Nations Unite in Solemn Fu- 
neral Services for Dead 
Ambassador. 


PRESIDENT TAKES PART. 


Remains Rest at Bask. Creek 


Cemetery Until Warship 
Carries Them Home. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—[Special.]— 
Official Washington paid its tribute to the 
late Lord Pauncefote with.an elaborate 
funeral service in which every department 
of the national government, the diplomatic 
corps, the army, and the navy took a part. 

The ceremonies began with a solemn pro- 
cession from the British Embassy to &t. 
John's Church, where the funeral service 
was held, after which, with a smaller escort 
of ‘troops, the casket was carried to the 
Rock Creek Cemetery, where it was placed 
in the receiving vault to await transporta- 
tion on an American warship to England. 

Since Lord Pauncefote’s death last Eat- 
urday morning his remains had been lying 
in state in the embassy building. 

The funeral escort was composed of the 
second squadron of the Second Cavairy and 
the cavalry band, mounted on white horses; 
the Fourth Field Battery, the Third Bat- 
talion of United States Engineers and band, 
and a battalion of United States marines 
and band. Major William M. Biack eom- 


manded the engineers, Captain V. F. M. 


Foote the battery, and Captain L. M. Brett 
the cavalrymen. 

The soldiers were aligned on either side 
of Connecticut avenue and the adjacent 
streets, and stood at rest while the clergy- 
men and pallbearers entered the embassy 
building. 


Diplomats Escort Casket. : 

The pallbearers were Herr von Holleben, 
German Ambassador; M. Jules Cambon, the 
French Ambassador; Comte Cassini, the 
Russian Ambassador; Sefior Don Manuel 
de Aspiroz, the Mexican Ambassador; and 
Sig. Edmondo Mayor des Pianches, the Ital- 
ian Ambassador; Secretary Hay, Speaker 
Henderson, and Senator Orville H. Platt, 
the Acting President pro tem. of the Senate. 

Bishops MacKay Smith and Satterlee, who 
were to officiate at the church, were first to 
leave the embassy, the mourners and the 
honorary pallbearers and the members of 
the British Embassy foHowing, and the pro- 
session moved down Connecticut avenue to 
St. John's Church. 

When the head of the procession arrived 
at the church it halted, and the remains, 
raised on the shoulders of the enlisted men, 
were carried into the church. 

The body of the church had been complete- 
ly filled before the procession arrived. The 
dominant idea in seating the spectators was 
to concentrate the official classes in the cen- 
ter of the church. 


Roosevelt in Place of Honor. 


President Roosevelt had the place of honor 
at the right of the central pew. With him 
sat Mr. Raikes, the British Chargé, and for 
this special occasion the personal repre- 
sentative of King Edward VII. On his left 
sat Captain Bell, representing the Domin- 
jon of Canada. To the left of the Presi- 
dential pew and in line with it were Lady 
Pauncefote and her three daughters, the 
Honorable Sybil, Audrey, and Maud. The 
Ambassadors were placed in the pew to the 
Jeft. The corresponding pew on the right of 
the Presidént was occupied by Major Gen- 
eral Young and staff. 

The staff of the British Embassy sat di- 
rectly in the rear of the Pauncefote family, 
and in their rear the diplomatic corps filled 
a considerable portion of the body of the 
church. The Cabinet was in two pews, di- 
rectly behind the President's pew, and the 
Supreme Court was in alignment with these. 
The Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
headed by Senator Gullom, and the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs, under the 
lead of Representative Hitt. were behind 
the Cabinet in the right middle pews, and 
adjoining them sat Lieutenant General Miles 
and Admiral Dewey, with their staffs, the 
Assistant Secretaries of departments. and 
the Commissioners of the District of Colum- 
bia. The space in the rear of these officials 
was occupied by officers of the army and 


navy. : 
Service Is Impressive. | 

The services were similar to those which 
marked the memorial service to the late 
Queen Victoria. The choir of forty men 
and boys took part in the service, at Lady 
Pauncefote’s request, and the three hymns 
sung in the body of the service also were of 
her persona! selection. 

As the funeral party approached the 
church the notes of organ and harp were 
blended in Chopin’s Grand Funeral March. 
Then the choristers. singing the hymn, ‘‘ For 
All Thy Saints,” followed by Bishop Sat- 
terlee and Bishop MacKay Smith, marched 
up the chancel steps and took their places 
in the stalls, and the two Bishops proceeded 
to the door of the church to meet the re- 
mains. The casket was borne up the en- 
trance steps, and then, turning about, Bish- 
ops Satterlee and MacKay Smith preceded it 
back into the church, reading the scripture 
verses beginning, ‘‘I am the resurrection 
and the life, saith the Lord,” and ‘“‘ I know 
that my redeemer liveth.”’ 

At the foot of the chancel steps the casket 
was lowered to the waiting stand, and then 
the first of the hymns selected by Lady 
Pauncefote, *“* The Saints of God, Their Con- 
flict Past,”’ was sung by the choir. The 
burial anthem, taken from the psalms, was 
then sung to the old Gregorian chant by the 
choir. When this had ended the officiating 
Bishop advanced and read the lesson for the 
burial of the dead, taken from the fifteenth 
chapter of the First Epistle of St. Paul tothe 
Corinthians, beginning, ‘‘ Now is Christ risen 
from the dead,’’ and ending with the words.

The Bishop then advanced to the front 
ef the chancel and pronounced the last words 
that will be spoken over the remains before 
their interment at the ancestral home at 
Preston, England. 

With this solémn ceremony over, the choir 
sang, “I heard a voice from heaven,’’ and 
afterward the hymn, “‘ Now the Laborer’s 
Task Is O’er.’’ The closing prayers were 
then said, and, after the benediction was 
pronounced, the choristers took up the 
strains of “Jesus, Lover of My Soul,”’ and 
marched down the chancel steps and out at 
the door to the left. —

Wichita, Kas., May .28.—[Special.}—The 
Republican State convention tonight nom- 
inated a strong ticket, headed by ex-Con- 
gresseman W..J. Bailey. The convention was 
a Roosevelt love feast, and every mention 
of the President's name was greeted with 
prolonged cheering. The friends of Mr. 
Batley controlled the convention from the 
start, and began by electing as 
chairman George F. Cole. 


Means Change of Party Control. 

The victory of Mr. Bailey means the re- 
instatement of Cyrus Leland ae dictator in 
Kansas politics. Two years ago, when J. R. 
Burton was elected Senator to succeed Lu- 
cien Baker, Leland was retired from power 
and his place on the National committee 
was taken by David Mulvane, a member 
of the wealthy Topeka family, who had 
helped along Burton's fortunes 

Leland said little, but perfected his plans. 
They included Bailey’s nomination for Gov- 
ernor, and that was accomplished today 
against all that Committeeman Mulvane and 
Senator Burton could do. The Leland pro- 
gram also includes the selection of Con- 
gressman Chester I. Long for Senator to 
succeed Harris, Populist. 

Burton and Mulvane had hoped to give 
this Senatorship to.Congressman Curtis. His 
hopes go down with theirs. 

Mr. Bailey is a wealthy Kansas farmer, in 
Nemeha County in the northeast corner of 
the State. He is a young man and served as 
Congressman-at-Large before the last re- 
apportionment. 


Long Tells of Cuban Bill 
* Congressman Long, one of the leaders of 
the fight in the House for Cuban reciprocity, 
made a speech In which he said: 

“The Cuban reciprocity bill has passed 
the House and it will pass the Senate, or there 
will be an extra session of Congress. If 
there is an extra session, my friends in the 
Fifth District must prepare to take care of 
my campaign, for we will stay there until 
it has passed and President Roosevelt, our 
leader new and our leader in 1004—"” He 
got no farther. The convention cheered and 
cheered again. Long stood still while the 
delegates shouted. ‘‘ Your hearts are right.”’ 
he said finally. ‘‘ I told President Roosevelt 
when I left Washington that Kansas was 
with him all the time, and I think he will 
know it as we do now. Roosevelt is right 
now, and he always wae right. He is right 
because God made him so.”’ 


Burton Explains His Stand. 

Senator Burton, who until recently op- 
posed the President's reciprocity policy, told 
the convention reciprocity with Cuba was 
right and necessary, but no home industry 
should be injured. A bill is now being for- 
mulated as a substitute for the House bill 
which would be satisfactory to all interests, 
he said. 


Platform Urges Roosevelt’s Cause. 


The platform reaffirms adherence to the 
principles of the national platform of 1900, 
eulogizes William McKinley, and prasise 
President Roosevelt in strong language, say- 
ing in part: 

“Kansas looks forward with joy to the 
coming time, but two years distant, when 
a victorious Republican party will march 
under banners bearing the inscription: ‘ For 
President, Theodore Roosevelt.’ ’’ 

The platform urges reciprocity with Cuba, 
indorses the administration's attitude in the 
Philippines, applauds the Attorney General’s 
enforcement of the anti-trust laws, and re- 
affirms belief in the Republican doctrines of 
protective tariff and reciprocity.

Cleveland, O., May 28.—[Special.]—Har- 
mony was the keynote struck by the Repub- 
lican State convention today. Hanna and 
his friends had litle opposition, and just be- 
fore the convention adjourned the Senator 
was given a remarkable demonstration of 
loyalty. 

One of the features of the day was the 
reconciliation between Senator Hanna and 
ex-Governor Bushnell. They had not spoken 
since the memorable senatorial contest in 
1897, but they met today through the efforts 
of mutual friends, and declare they are 
friends henceforth. 

A Btate ticket was nominated, not without 
considerable rivalry, but all of a friendly 
character. 

Governor Nash, as temporary chairman, 
called the convention to order. The report 
making General Charles H. Grosvenor per- 
manent chairman and continuing the rest 
of the temporary organization was adopted. 
When Governor Nash presented General 
Grosvenor, the latter delivered an address 
in which he discussed the political issues 
confronting the people of the United States 


today. | 
Platform Is Adopted. 

Chairman Dick of the Committee on Res- 
olutions then presented the platform, which 
was adopted. 

The platform begins with a tribute to the 
memory of the late President McKinley and 
|. with a pledge to sustain President Roose- 
velt. 

The platform declares in favor of unions 
labor. On this subject the resolutions de- 
clare: 

To secure for labor the consideration it deserves; 
to uphold the dignity of toil; to create a healthy 
public opinion on the subject of labor and the 
justice of its receiving a full share of the values it 
creates; to bring labor and capital together on 
common ground in the adjustment of such ques- 
tions as may concern these two great factors in 
production, it is necessary that labor should be 
intelligently organized. We believe in fewer 
hours and larger rewards for labor. and favor such 
laws as will harmonize the interests of labor and 
capital and tend to lighten the burden of toil. 

The resolutions commend Congress for re- 
newing the Chinese exclusion act. A liberal 
pension policy is favored; also the extension 
of the rural free delivéry, a substantial and 
uninterrupted increase in the navy, and the 
construction of an isthmian canal. 


Regulation of Trusts. 


Taking up the subject of the trusts the 
platform says: 

We recognize the necessity of cotperation in 
order to meet new conditions in the industrial 
world, and to compete successfully for the world’s 
markets; but all combinations that stifie competi- 
tion, control prices, Mmit production, or unduly 
increase profits or values, and especially when 
they raise the prices of the necessaries of life, are 
opposed to public policy and should be repressed 
with a strong hand. 


Concerning the Philippines. 

Concerning the Philippines the platform 
Says: 

We congratulate the President and the army 
on the satisfactory progress made in the Philip- 
pines in suppressing insurrection and establish- 
ing order, and we unqualifiedly indorse the policy 
of our government in those islands. 

The war with Spain was forced on us against 
our will, and the Philippines came to us as one of 
the results of that conflict. We are responsible 
for peace and order in the islands, and our sover- 
eignty must be as absolute as our responsibility. 
Our title to the islands is as perfect as was that 
_of Spain after nearly 400 years of undisputed pos- 
session. We will give their people better govern- 
ment, better schools, more civil and political 
rights, and a higher civilization and broader free- 
dom than is possible for them in any other way. 
Our flag is in the Philippines, and there it will re- 
main. . 


Demonstration for Hanna. 


Before the secretaries could announce the 
result of the last ballot there were loud and 
repeated calls for Senator Hanna, and the 
greatest demonstration of the convention oc- 
curred as he was being escorted to the plat- 
form. The convention had been in continu- 
ous session from 10 a. m. until almost 4 
p. m., but the Senator received the closest 
attention and appeared at his best in the 
most Yorcible delivery. He said in part: 

‘Of course, as in all campaigns, there are 
issues which the Democratic party are try- 
ing to make for us.upon national questions. 
They have talked in the halls of Congress 
for days and weeks upon a question which 
the Republicans of the United States set- 
tled last year, but we can pardon them, for 
it is all they have left. 

“But how are they making this issue? 
Standing before the American people and 
proclaiming that the policy of President Mc- 
Kinley was wrong—morally wrong. 

‘Why, Republicans of Ohio, I blush to 
have to say that it seems to me almost an 
insult to his memory that such things coulé 
be said upon the floor of the United States 
Senate against a man whom not only the 
Republicans of Ohio but the Republicans of 
the nation worship. 

“Shame upon a party that will attempt 
to bring that name into disrepute and dis- 
honor through his policies inaugurated, as 
it were, in the interest of humanity! 


New Era Is Dawning. 

“ A new era is dawning upon this country.

Board of Trade at Louisville Appoints 
Committee to Talk Over Situation 
with the Health Officials. 


Louisville, Ky., May 28.—The directors of 
the Board of Trade today appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with the State Board of 
Health to secure if possible a modification or 
withdrawal of the quarantine against In- 
diana, which will be enforced, beginning on 
Sunday, on account of smalipox in that 
State. Hundreds of persons were vaccinated 
in New Albany and Jeffersonville, Ind., today 
a8 @ result of the quarantine order. 


State Not Discriminating. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 28.—The quaran- 
tine which Kentucky proposes to establish 
against Indjidna is of the same character as 
that established by Kentucky against some 
of her own counties, according to Dr. J. N. 
Hurty’s report of the statements of the Ken- 
tucky State Board of Health. - Dr. Hurty, 
Secretary -of the Indiana State Board of 
Health, said today of the quarantine: : 

The Kentucky authorities claim that 
most of their present smallpox cases on the 
Ohio border have been traced to Indiana. 
They say they had quarantined Kentucky 
counties because these counties would not 
take reasonable action against the spread of 
smallpox, and what they proposed to do to 
Indiana was exactly the same as had been 
cone in their own State.”’ 

Governor Durbin returned this afternoon. 
He said he had seen no reason to change his 
mind in regard to smallpox conditions, and 
could see no reason for a quarantine by Ken- 
tucky against Indiana.

DIVIDE UP THEIR ORDERS. 


Minutes Prove That Manufacturers 
Who Protest at Small Share Get the 
Association’s Attention. | 

That arrangements were made by the Elec- 
tric Supply Dealers’ association for a di- 
vision of orders among the. manufacturers 
forming their ‘approved buyers’ list” is: 
proven by the minutes of a meeting of their 
Nationai committee. It is alleged that at 
one time the plan of pooling receipts was 
discussed, and abandoned only because 
“times were not quite ripe’’ for such a 
venture. 

It can be established, however,.from the 
records that manufacturers who thought 
they were not getting sufficient orders pro- 
tested at the meetings of the association 
and action waa taken to equalize matters.

The minutes then re- 

cord .“‘ that action was taken to seé that this 

firm was given a share of the business."’ 

Recent deveiopments place the electrical 
consolidation, the soft coal combine, and the 
plumbers’ association all in danger of in- 
vestigation and prosecution by the Attor- 
ney General.

“Machines to Be Without Bells in Parks | 


and on Boulevards, but to Use Gongs 

im City Streets — Most Popular 

Method,to Be Proved by the “Kicks” 

Received, Will Be Adopted for All

A practical sort of a referendum is to, be 
tried on automobiles. ‘In the parks and on 
the boulevards the machines are to run with- 
out using belle to warn pedestrians. On the 
city. streets they are to use four-inch 
gongs.’’ 

If there are more *“ kicks "’ received on 
automobiles in the parks and@ boulevards 
than there are on the streets the park boards 
will change their rules and demand bells. 
If thére is more complaint caused by the 
operation of machines in the streets the city 
will change its ordinance forbidding the ufe 
of an alarm. . 

Itis “ up’”’ to the people to find out wheth- 
er they would rather take their chances with 
@ machine which can warn them of its ap- 
roach or trust themselves to an operator 
who knows that he has to run slowly because 
he cannot eound an alarm. 


Oniform City and Park Rules. 


Otherwise the rules governing machines on 
the boulevards, in the parks, and on the 
streets are to be identical, and the attor- 
weys for the three park boards will consult 
with Corporation Counsel Walker to draw 
up uniform regulations, This was agreed 
on yesterday at a meeting between repre- 
sentatives of the park boards and the city in 
the Mayor’s office I 

The harks will abou the city’s license, so 
that iti will be necessary for an operator 
to pass the aity examination before he can 
run a machine onthe boulevards. The 
limit all over the elty will be éight miles 
an hour. “ Squawkers”’ and horns will be 
barred. The machines will be subject to the 
fame regulations regarding Mghts and the 
ordinary rules of the road as any vehicle, 

While the West Park board has no ordi- 
nances governing automobiles, President 
Bangs said the commissioners were anxious 
to codperate im elimin&ting dangerous ele- 
ments from the sport. 

Bullders who are opposed to the Mavor 
building ordinance, providing for the sani- 
tary and safe construction of tenements, are 
expected to bring a substitute ordinance be- 
fore the sub-committee having charge of the 
matter at its meeting today. 

The ordinance promises to develop more 
opposition than any considered by the Coun- 
cil recently. It ig charged that the builders 
oppose the measure because in taking care 
of the health. and safety of the people who 
occupy tenements it will put proprietors to 
more expense than they have considered nec- 
essary.

The Governing committee of the Western 
union has finally approved the new form of 
the mercantile schedule, making it applica- 
ble to all classes of towns and frame as well 
as brick business. 
Inspectors have been at work on this for 
months, and at the final meeting a few minor 
changes were made, which will delay the 
sending of the schedules to the companies 
and rating bureaus for a day or two. A 
force of inspectors will be put into the field 
to hasten the application of the new sched- 
ules, as practically all lines are covered by 
approved tariffs. 
In the tests of the last month it has been 
found thatthe present lowa rates are nearly 
those of the new schedule, and so no further 


attempt will be made to secure the 25. per cent 


advance there. 


Trouble is anticipated in the mountain 
field, as a result of the requirement decided 
upon by the recent joint conference of Chi- 
cago and Saaggfrancisco managers.

The policy 
was placed in July through E. T. Marshall, 
and the Hammond company paid the premi- 
um to him on Aug. 3. The fire occurred in 
October, and three days later Marshall paid 
the premium and received a receipt. The

dated erwriters, under which frequent 
settlements were not required.

The Dearborn street bridge was closed to 
all but pedestrians yesterday. City Engi- 
neer Ericson declared the structure unsafe 
after City Diver Donovan examined the 
abutments under the water and found that 
heavy stones fell out every time a team 
passed over the bridge. Jo 

A steamer, the name of which was not 
secured, ran into the abutments early yes- 


terday morning, this being the third boat to 


collide with the bridge in lees than a week, 
and the result was the closing of the struct- 
ure. 

With State street bridge down and the 
Dearborn street span out of commission, traf- 


‘fic is diverted to the already overcrowded 


Rush street bridge and to the Clark street 
bridge. The latter is able to stand the strain, 
but the former is weak in some respects. 


Daily Bulletin Suggested. 

At the rate things are being done to the 
city bridges, Mr. Dricson thinks that a daily 
bulletin, fashioned after the water bulletin, 
will soon be required to inform citizens how 
they can get across the river. If issued yes- 
terday the bulletin would have been: 

Rush street—Usable. 

State street—Down. 

Dearborn street—Closed to teams. 

Clark street—Good. 

Wells street—Just repaired. 

Polk street—Damaged. 

Twenty-second street—Closed to street car travel. . 

Th* Polk street bridge was struck by a 
steamer yesterday and twenty feet of side- 
walk was torn out by the prow of the boat, : 
according to information received \by the 
City Engineer. The damage will be easily 
repaired, it is thought. 

In addition to examining the foundations of 
the Dearborn street bridge yesterday the 
city diver investigated the crown of the 
Washington street tunnel, and found that 
the cofferdam is fully a foot above the top 
of the masonry. It is on this piling that 
boats have been sticking. Mr. Donovan 
wanted to saw off the tops of the piles at 
once, but City Engineer Ericson thought it 
too dangerous work. Machinery to do it 
is being secured, and it is expected that after 
the cofferdam has been reduced there will 
be considerably less trouble with steam- 
ers. 
After two breakdowns in four days, the 
Wells street bridge has been put in full com- 
mission again. The structure is being swung 
by the heaviest machinery ever used on it. 
The pinions, which have snapped repeatedly, 
are now considered unbreakable. ; 


Bascule for Dearborn Street. 
The next bascule bridge erected by the

street. Chief Engineer Randolph informed 
the board yesterday that the dangerous 
condition of that bridge rendered it adviga- 
ble to put in a new one as soon as possible.

| LETTER OF MAROQUISE DE FONTENOY |

VEEN ALEXANDRA'S right to be 
crowned is furnishing at the present 
moment a rather odd topic of discus- 
sion in England. Not that any one 
objects to this gracious and univer- 

gally popular royal lady sharing the honors 
of her husband in Westminster Abbey three 
weeks hence, but the question is merely 
raised as to whether her coronatian ig a 
compliment, an act,of favor on the part of 
the King, or a legal prerogative to which 
she is entitled as consort of the sovereign. 
It is a curious fact that this matter has 
never been definitely decided, for. although 
King George IV. possessed sufficient influ- 
ence with Parliament to exclude his Queen, 


#Caroline of Brunswick, from the honors of 


at 


coronation, on the plea that the crowning of 
a Queen Consort was merely a compliment 
paid to her by her husband, and one which 
he could withhold at his pleasure, yet most 
ef -the leading lawyers of the day, as well 
as those of the present time, and the people 
at large, were, and are, firmly convinced of 
the trary, and that not only have the con- 
sorts of Kings a legal right to be crowned, 
but that it is even necessary that they 
should undergo the rite. 

It.is pointed out that the annals of English 
history go to show that when an English 
King has been already crownéd before his 
marriage, his consort has almost invariably 
been awarded a separate coronation, the 
cases of Anne Boleyn and of Eleanor, wife 
of Henry Iil., being instances in point. The 
consorts of King Charles I. and of King 
Charies Il., as well as King James II., re- 
fused point blank to submit to coronation in 
Westminster Abbey, on account of its being 
a Protestant ceremonial, and, as such. con- 
trary to the teachings of the Roman Cath- 
olic faith, to which they belonged; while the 
consort of King George I. the unhappy 
Sophia of Zell, was incarcerated in a Ger- 
man at the time of hér husband's 
coronation on account of her affaire de 
ceur with Count Philip Koenigsmarck, and 
died in captivity, never having set foot in 
England. 


It te likewise true thet the last four of the 


— 


eight successive Queens of King Henry 
VIII. were never crowned. But this was 
probably due to the fact that Henry’s pe- 
culiar matrimonial misfortunes and previous 
experience made him shy of welding any 
closer than absolutely indispensable bonds, 
which he foresaw might lead to be subse- 
quently dissolved. 


attached to the coronation of consorts of 
British sovereigns that the refusal of Queen 
Henrietta to be crowned was taken under 
the commonwealth by the most eminent law- 
yers of the day as an argument against the 
validity of her marriage with King Charles 
I. and against the legitimacy of her chil- 
dren. ‘There is quite a little difference be- 
tween the ceremonies and attending the 
coronation of Queen consorts and those in 
connection with the crowning of reigning 
sovereigns. Thus, while both are anointed 
with the holy chrism and invested with fhe 
crown, ‘the words accompanying these acts 
differ. Thus, when the crown is placed on 
her head it is called ‘the erown of giory, 
honor, and joy,” but not “‘ the crown of su- 
preme power,’ and in the same way the sa- 
cred oil is described as ‘‘ destined to increase 
her honors,”’ but not to “ set her apart for 
dominion.’”’” Moreover, while both are pre- 
sented with a scepter and ring, the orb is 
reserved exclusively for the King. No oath 
is required of the Queen Consort, no appeal 
is made to the people present to receive her 
for their sovereign, and no homage is paid 
to her. It is she herself who pays homage 
to the King, so far as bowing reverently can 
be so construed. 


Apropos of the coronation oath, it will be 
written on vellum, and will, after the cere- 
mony, be attached to the “ coronation robe "’ 
and deposited with the latter with much cere- 
mony in the records of the Court of Chan- 
ecery, confided to the care of the Master of 
the Rolls. The coronation roll records the 
entire: ceremony, the names of all who did 
homage, as well as the proceedings of the 
Court of Claims, the clerk of which court 
prepares the rolls. 3 

There are two notable coronation oaths 
missing at the record office. One is that of 
King Charlies W, which has vanished, while 
ths-other is that of King George IV. It 
seems that when the latter was being 
crowned, owing to mismanagement of the 
ceremony, the vellum copy of the oath was 
not on the altar in Westminster Abbey when 
the moment came for the King to subscribe 
the oath. There was an awkward hiéch. 
The King, however, declined to subscribe 
the oath, printed in “‘ the book of the form 
and order of the service,”’ and the fact that 


the Primate attached to the coronation ro!l. 
The book in question, bearing the signature 
of King George IV. to the said oath therein, 
is preserved in the library of Lambeth Pa]. 
ace, the metropolitan residence of the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury.

But so much importance has always been 


he did so is vouched for by a certificate ot 


the beautiful place in Richmond Park, near 
London, occupied for thirty years by the 
late Earl Russell, to his sister, Princess 
Louise, Duchess of Argyll. It is one of the 
most delightful of suburban residences, sit- 
uated just inside the borders of the royal 
park at Richmond, and is certain to become 
the favorite home of the Duchess, whose 
husband has been forced, through the’ pe- 
culiar provisions of: the will of his father, 
with whom he was on unfriendly terms, to 
let Inverary Castle and other of the ances- 
tral homes of the family. 

Pembroke Ledge has plenty of royal asso- 
ciations, and was the site of a residence of 
King Henry VIII. Indeed, there is_a cer- 
tain raised portion of the grounds still 
known as King Henry’s Mount, and the 
legend goes that the King stood on that 
mount on the day when his consort, Queen 
Anne Boleyn, was being executed at the 
Tower of London, in order to receive the 
signal from thence that her head was off, 
before he proceeded to unite himself a few 
minutes later in marriage to her successor 
Queen Jane. 

George III. gave the place for life to|\Lady 
Elizabeth Spencer, daughter of the sécond 
Duke of Marlborough, and the wife of the 
tenth Earl of Pembroke. The King had 
been devoted to her prior to his marriage to 
Queer Charlotte, and one of the peculiar 
forms of the insanity which clouded the 
last quarter of a century of his life was 
that he was in reality the husband of Lady 
Pembroke. 

The next occupant of Pembroke Lodge 
was E beth, Countess of. Errol, illegiti- 
mate daughter of King William IV., and 
when she died Queen Victoria gave it. in 
1847, to her Minister, the then Lord John 
Russell, who died there in 1878. Then it 
went to Sir Richard Owen, and since his 
death has been vacant. 

The Grand Duke of Baden, who has just 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary of his 
accession to the throne, is one of the most 
sympathetic and kindly of German sovér- 
eigns, and was particularly intimate and 
bound by the terms of the closest friendehip 
to his brother-in-law, the late Emperor 
William. He played a leading part in the in- 
vestiture of his father-in-law. old Emperor 
William, with the imperial title, and it was 
he who was the first to hail the then King 
William of Prussia as “‘ Emperor William ” 
in the Salle des Giaces at Versailles on Jan. 
18, 1871. 

There was considerable difference of opin- 


ion as to how King William shwuld be hailed 


on this historic occasion. The King himseif 
wished to be hailed as “ Emperor of Ger- 
many,’ whereas Bismarck, bound by his 
pledges to the other German sovereigns, in- 
sisted that he should be hailed as ‘‘ German 
‘Emperor.”’ 

The Grand Duke of Baden, after endeavor- 
ing in vain to mediate between them, final- 
ly cut the gordian knot by hailing his father- 
in-law as “ Emperor William.”

~ 1S EXPANDING WESTWARD. 


Indiana Institution Has Taken Full 
Control and Direction of Columbia 
University at Portland, Ore. 


Notre Dame, Ind., May 28.—[Special,]— 
Notre Dame University has started out in 
her policy of university expansion. Within 
a week she will take full and formal! posses- 
sion of Columbia. University, situated at 
Portland, Ore., and in Archbishop Christer’s 
diocese. The university is on a bluff, over- 
looking the Willamette River, the City of 
Portland, and the ocean, and is one of the 
most beautiful locations in the State. Eighty 
acres have been purchased al the Wil- 
lamette River bank. These will be opened up 
for athletic flelds, and for building purposes. 
And with all the money that Notre Dame 
will sink tn Columbia University this school 
seems destined to bécome the leading Catho- 
lic school of learning in the far West. Build- 
ing after building will be added, plans for the 
erection 6f two large halls already having 
been made. So that.no expense will be 
spared until Columbia University becomes 
thoroughly equipped asa seat of knowledge. 

‘A young and ve man,.Father M. J. 
Quinlan, has been chosen as rector of Colum- 
bia University. Father Quinlan has been 
identified with the progressive spirit at Notre 


, Dame, and chiefly on account of this initia- 


tive has he been chosen by Father Johns as 
head of this new university. Father Quinlan 
is a graduate of Notre Dame in. classical 
course in 1893. Later he spent four years 
at Catholic University at Washington, do- 
ing special work in English, history, and 
economics. At present he holds a chair in 
the English department at Notre Dame and 
is secretary of the Athletic Board of Control. 
He is the one that brought about the adoption 
of the conference rules at Notre Dame, and 
it is owing to hie strict enforcement of these 
same rules that five of Notre Dame's best 
athletes were dropped from the track and 
baseball teams. During his student days 
Father Quinlan was the best all-around 
athlete at Notre Dame, and even to this day

DOMESTICS NEVER BEFORE 
DIFFICULT TO GET. 


Desiring Shorter Hours, Girls Find 
Work in Stores or Factories, Disre- 
garding Fact That Wages Are Real- 
ly Much Lower—Employment Agen- 
cies Say the Situation Is the Worst 
for Fifteen Years—Summer Resorts 
Also More Attractive. 


Housemaids and domestics are as ecarce 
in Chicago as pearls in a fish store. Never 
before has there been such a dearth of cooks, 
“ second giris,”’ and servants of every kind 
as at the present time. In this employment 
agencies are agreed. Furthermore, those 
who cater to the demands of housewives de- 
clare that the few domestics who are will- 
ing to work demand wages so exorbitant 
as to be beyond the reach of families of 
moderate means. 

Employment agencies are at a loss to know 
where to look to supply the wants of their 
clients who are disgusted at the conditions 
and at the character of the servants avail- 
able. Meanwhile, the agents say the servant 
girls are enjoying summer outings at fash- 
ionable_resdérts or have found employment 
in department stores, factories, and even 
sweat shops, where the hours areShorter. 


Money a Secondary Consideration. 


“They receive wages slightly larger than 
are given in the average home, and seem to 
forget or ignore the fact that out of the 
small increase in pay they have to pur- 
chase food and! pay rent,”’ was said yes- 
terday at the Illinois Free Employment 
Bureau. ‘“* Money seems to have become a 
secondary consideration, however. It is the 
short hours they want. Servants have been 
seized with the labor union contagion and 
are making the same demands as those 
made by their brothers. They want an 
eight-hour day/ As a matter of fact, they 
do not work eight hours a day in any home. 
The cooks prepare three meals a day. They 
rest in between. When dinner is over the 
day’s work is ended. “In many homes the 
girls are allowed to go out each night. Then 
they come home to a well.ventilated room 
and a good bed. They are given the best of 
food. Yet with all this they are crying for 
eight hours a day.. They do not appreciate 
the freedom assured them by having a 
home that costs them nothing to support.” 


Object to Long Hours. 

“We have not had such a scarcity of ser- 
vant girls in years,”’ said John Lucos, man- 
ager of the Chicago Free Employment 
Agency. ‘“ The trouble is that the domestics 
are tired of working long hours.
